After the war the incidence of | 
tuberculosis among the children of | 
Greece was 85%. Today thousands | 
of persons are suffering from that | 
disease, but there are only 6,000 | 
sanitarium beds. There is hardly a | 
hospital in that ancient land that | 
has not been helped by the Ameri- 
can Mission to Greeks, whose work | 
it is a privilege to present to the | 
readers of this magazine. 


Among these sufferers is Christo- 
pher Harkiolakis on the island of 
Crete, whom we visited at the sani- 
tarium.

Perer said: “Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God.” (Matt. 16:16) Christ said: 
“Thou art Peter, and upon this rock I will build 
my church.” (Verse 18) 

Peter acknowledged the Deity of Christ, and 
Christ commended his faith: it was on this founda- 
tion that His church would be built. 

Five verses later, Christ said to Peter, “Get 
thee behind me, Satan: thou art an offense to me.” 
(Verse 23) 

With a gesture of unmatched dexterity the Ro- 
man Church has plucked verse 18 completely out 
of its context and, like Peter, savoring “not the 
things that be of God, but those that be of men,” 
has superimposed the whole colossal edifice of the 
church on that one brief text. 

But the fallacious argument of Rome that 
Christ built the Roman Catholic Church is destroy- 
ed by the very Word of God. Christ did not 
establish the Roman Church. It did not exist at 
the time of Pentecost. It was never at the Council 
of Jerusalem. The apostles knew nothing about it, 
or about popes, cardinals, archbishops, bishops, 
or Roman Catholic priests. The first martyrs never 
heard of the Roman hierarchy. In fact the Chris- 
tian Church existed for four centuries before the 
Roman Church, counterfeit of the true church of 
Christ, appeared on the scene with all its pagan 
customs and began to use the name Christian. 
Even today the Church of Rome does not call itself 
Christian. Its official name is the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

We, the body of Christ who preach His doctrine 
and practice His precepts, “are built upon the 
foundation of the apostles and prophets, Jesus 
Christ Himself being the chief corner stone.” (Eph. 
2:20) We recognize no other head than “Christ 
... the head of the church.” (Eph. 5:23) 

This then is our birthright, our 
original Christian heritage.

OUR PROTESTANT HERITAGE 


After the year 325, when Constantine sum- 
moned the famed Council of Nicaea, the primeval 
simplicity of Christianity was soon lost in the 
jungle of compromise, the snares of luxury, and 
the false delusions of power. While a certain seg- 
ment of the Christian church refused to yield 
their convictions and tried to maintain the purity 
of the church—eventually being forced into “the 
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wilderness,”—a great portion of Christianity was 
corrupted by the never-satisfied ambition of self- 
appointed vicars and bishops of Christ. 

Soon pseudo-Christianity, with its trappings of 
paganism, power, and prestige, was persecuting 
primitive Christianity, and the long period of 
martyrdom at the hands of so-called Christians 
began. 

As time progressed, the merchants of religion 
invaded the temple to such an extent that the 
moral pollution became unbearable even to those 
engaged in the traffic of souls. But in the provi- 
dence of God, in His own good time, it pleased 
Him to purify His church, and He raised up Huss 
and Jerome, Luther and Calvin, Zwingli and Knox. 

Thus the clarion call of the Reformation re- 
sounded throughout Europe and_ reverberated 
through the halls of the Vatican, bringing about a 
reform that eventually led to a breaking away from 
the polluted temple and a restoration of the God- 
given principles of primitive Christianity. This 
transformation, followed by the work of such men 
as Wesley and Whitefield, is the basis of our Protes- 
tant heritage, which is a repudiation of false reli- 
gion and a re-affirmation of “the faith which was 
once delivered unto the saints.” 


OUR AMERICAN HERITAGE 


Upon the concept of man’s right to think 
for himself, choose for himself, and govern him- 
self have arisen the principles of democracy— 
government of the people, by the people, for the 
people. The men who first came to this strange, 
uncharted land to escape tyranny and persecution 
were not always quick to learn new ways of govern- 
ing, but through the influence of godly, God-fear- 
ing men there evolved a set of principles admirably 
expressed in the Declaration of Independence and 
eventually codified in our American Constitution. It 
took more than human wisdom to add the Bill of 
Rights, which has stood the test of a century and 
a half of use and abuse. 

It was the Protestant heritage that brought 
America into existence as a nation and elevated 
her to the pinnacle of progress, even to the extent 
of making her the lighthouse of the world. It was 
the Protestant heritage that gave her a written 
Constitution unprecedented in human history, and 
it is the Protestant heritage that has kept her a 
free nation until now. 





But there are forces at work today seeking by 
every possible means to destroy this nation “con- 
ceived in liberty,” and it is for this reason that we 
feel it incumbent upon us to defend our democratic 
heritage and our American way of life. 


OUR ETERNAL HERITAGE 


This world as we know it is transitory. And 
salvation as we know and experience it in this 
world is but an “earnest,” a pledge, of that final 
phase of redemption that will lift us out of our 
sinful surroundings and make us citizens of an 
eternal kingdom prepared for us from the founda- 
tion of the world. (Matt. 25:34) 

By believing in Christ we have the assurance 
of salvation. “Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved.” (Acts 16:31) By obey- 
ing Christ we give assurance that we truly value 
and desire His great gift of eternal life. Christ 
“became the author of eternal salvation unto all 
them that obey him.” (Heb. 5:9) Long before, 
the Lord had said, “If ye will obey my voice indeed, 
and keep my covenant, then ye shall be a peculiar 
treasure unto me above all people.” (Ex. 19:5) 

It was to fulfill His part of the covenant that 
Christ came to the world. For this He suffered and 


Come Out of Her, My People 


The prophetic messages describing the 
second coming of the Lord and the events which 
precede it in the latter days indicate that we are 
not far from the fulfillment of this crowning 
prophecy. The signs of the times, so graphically 
described by Christ in answer to His disciples’ 
questions and by John the Revelator under inspira- 
tion, have given us a sense of urgency in warning 
and enlightening those who are kept in darkness 
and ignorance. Like Noah, we have a warning 
message, a message calling people out of the path 
of destruction into the ark of safety. 

There are times when the truth must be spoken 
even at the risk of ridicule or recrimination. The 
prophets and apostles of old often aroused the 
fury of the populace against themselves and their 
unwelcome messages, but their mission was to 
forewarn and admonish, clearly, fearlessly, and 
forthrightly. 

The crucial hours in which we live has imposed 
upon us a task which we neglect at the peril of 
our conscience, a task which we have accepted 
as an imperative from heaven. That task is to ad- 
monish those under the yoke of Rome to abandon 
her unscriptural practices and to flee from the com- 
ing destruction as they would from Sodom and 
Gomorrah. As in the days of those wicked cities, 
the Lord is giving the warning today: 

“Come out of her, my people, that ye be not 
partakers of her sins, and that ye receive not of 
her plagues. For her sins have reached unto heaven, 
and God hath remembered her iniquities . . . There- 
fore shall her plagues come in one day, death, 
and mourning, and famine; and she shall be utter- 
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died: that we might be restored to Him and might 
be partakers of the glories of heaven and the 
wonders of His love. For this He left us an example, 
that we should be like Him and that we should 
look for and love His appearing. 

For now “our conversation is in heaven; from 
whence also we look for the Saviour, the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” (Phil. 3:20) “And when the chief 
Shepherd shall appear, ye shall receive a crown 
of glory that fadeth not away.” (I Pet. 5:4) He 
that promised is faithful, and He has said, “Be 
thou faithful unto death, and I will give thee a 
crown of life.’’ (Rev. 2:10) 

This then is our eternal heritage . . . perfect, in- 
corruptible, everlasting. It marks the consumma- 
tion of our Christian heritage, the “divine event, 
to which the whole creation moves.”

who judgeth her.” (Rev. 18:4, 5, 8) 

God loves every Roman Catholic as an indi- 
vidual. He gave His Son to die for all mankind. 
But He has aso established rules for His eternal 
kingdom which must be obeyed. “Seek ye first the 
kingdom of God,” He said. “If ye love me, keep 
my commandments.” “Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and will all thy mind.

Christ is first, His Word is first, His law is 
first, and His kingdom is first. No man can serve 
two masters. Therefore it behooves every Roman 
Catholic who as a Catholic must yield obedience to 
the Roman hierarchy to renounce his allegiance 
to a self-declared vicar of Christ and place his 
loyalty on the side of the Word of God, accepting 
the gift of salvation from Christ alone, without any 
intermediaries. 

Christ calls them to come out and be separate, 
lest they receive the condemnation that has been 
pronounced in such terrible prophetic words 
against the Babylon of modern times. That there 
are many in the Roman Catholic communion today 
whom the Lord desires to save is evident from the 
wording of the urgent invitation: “Come out of 
her, my people.” It is not His will that any should 
perish, and so with infinite love and yearning He 
calls, “Come out of her!” 

Come out—for she is fallen, is fallen. 
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Come out—for she has lived deliciously and has 
glorified herself as a queen. 

Come out—for she has committed political- 
ecclesiastical fornication with the nations. 

Come out—for she is drunk with the blood of 
saints and martyrs. 

Come out—for her sins have reached unto 
heaven and she is about to be destroyed. 

Come out, my people, my children, that ye be 
not partakers of her sins... 

It is not with a desire to engage in futile 
arguments or sterile debates that we direct this 
message to our Roman Catholic friends. One does 
not argue with a drowning man about the perils 
of his plight. Rather, we are committed to a sacred 
mission: the salvation of Roman Catholics wher- 


The Case of the Slandered Bride 


Ever since the Roman Catholic Church first 
came to nest within the broad branches of freedom 
in this nation, it has cawed its dissatisfaction and 
croaked its insults, unsettling the lives of those 
who sought this country precisely as a refuge from 
the controlling influence of this domineering power. 


But today there seems to be no escape, on either 
side of the Atlantic. The same scorn for free 
institutions and disregard of civil laws obtain 
wherever the Roman Church has made its abode. 


In this instance we have particular reference 
to civil legislation regarding marriage. As we 
have indicated many times through the pages of 
this magazine, the Roman Catholic Church consid- 
ers itself the divinely appointed agency for per- 
forming and sanctifying the marriage ceremony 
and looks upon any other marriage as mere con- 
cubinage. Thus a marriage (of a Roman Catholic) 
before a justice of the peace or a Protestant minis- 
ter is ecclesiastically null and void, and the con- 
tracting parties are thereafter living in sin. Re- 
gardless of the legal status of the marriage, it does 
not exist in the eyes of the church. (Strictly speak- 
ing, the marriage of non-Catholics is considered 
valid—but such individuals are living in sin any- 
way by the very fact of being outside the pale of 
the church.) 


It is unfortunate that lawmakers and responsi- 
ble persons have done little or nothing to curb this 
foreign insolence or eliminate the implied threat 
of such insubordination. Where a protest has been 
registered, paradoxically, it has been in a country 
where the Vatican exercises its full power and 
the hierarchy is firmly entrenched. The following 
incident occurred in recent months in Prato, Italy, 
near Florence: 


Two hours before a young Italian couple were 
to be married in a civil ceremony, their parish 
newspaper carried an open letter from Prato 
Bishop Pietro Fiordelli denouncing them as “public 
sinners” and calling the young woman “a harlot 
and a concubine” because she “rejected” her 
church. The letter also stated that they would be 
denied Christian burial at death. 
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ever they are or whoever they are, from pope to 
priest, exalted prelate to illiterate layman. 

To that end, with the Word of God as the sole 
and unquestionable authority, we present in this 
issue of the magazine the warning message that 
appears under the title, “The Purple and Scarlet 
Woman.” Our deepest desire is that our readers, 
both Protestant and Roman Catholic, will consider 
the article prayerfully, weigh its contents objective- 
ly, and reject all the idolatrous and unscriptural 
beliefs and practices of the Roman Church. It is 
our prayer that they will “come out of her” now, 
before it is too late, and turn to the Lord Jesus 
Christ wholeheartedly for salvation.

After the honeymoon, Mauro Bellandi, the 
young man in question, brought suit against Bishop 
Fiordelli for slander, and the courts ruled that the 
bishop must stand trial like any other Italian citi- 
zen. Meanwhile, the Bellandis have been persecut- 
ed in a number of ways. Among other things, their 
son was stolen from the hospital and secretly bap- 
tized against his father’s wishes, and their shop 
has been boycotted. 

The fact that the Roman Church has used every 
means to break the spirit of the young man and 
bring him to his knees in submission has not daunt- 
ed him, though he has suffered a nervous collapse. 
But he has refused to surrender, choosing rather 
to defend the honor of his wife, the validity of a 
civil marriage, and the rights of the court to decide 
the case judicially. 

This attitude of the Roman Church is not, as 
we have stated, confined to Italy. In the United 
States of America, every Roman Catholic woman 
who marries outside the church, though complete- 
ly within the law, is called the same names. While 
the church may not resort to open boycott, indirect 
methods of ostracism are employed. 

In America, where separation of church and 
state is a cherished legacy, a civil marriage and a 
religious marriage have equal validity. The 
individual has the right to choose which he prefers. 
In either case, he is legally married. 

Will American men who, though Catholics, 
choose not to be married by a Roman Catholic 
priest remain passive while their wives are labeled 
and treated as harlots? Will American women who, 
though Catholics or engaged to Catholics, choose 
a civil or Protestant ceremony allow the finger of 
pharisaical scorn to be pointed at them without 
protest? 

We believe that the American people, irrespec- 
tive of their religious affiliations, need to make an 
objective appraisal of this infamous practice of 
the Roman Church, to declare once for all that such 
an attitude is both offensive and intolerable, and 
to regard the Roman Church as distinctively anti- 
American as long as it continues to oppose and 
obstruct the constitutional laws of the land. s

The great crowd here 
present is an evidence of our de- 
votion to her as we unite in a 
demonstration of welcome to 
Osuna.” With deep reverence and 
high oratory the Colombian 
priest, Pedro Maldonado, contin- 
ued his welcome speech to the 
three thousands of his fellow 
townsmen assembled at the air- 
port. Turning his face toward the 
statue of Fatima placed on a high 
platform in front of the plane, 
he said: 

“A great mission is to be ac- 
complished by Fatima for she is 
to become the conquerer of man- 
kind for our holy faith, subduing 
all our enemies, the last of whom 
is Communism. 

“Some of you may not be 
aware,” continued the Padre, 
“that we have Communists under 
the guise of Evangelicals. ... I 
wrote to the Protestant minister

Moreover, a statue given 
her name bears no resemblance 
to Christ’s mother, for we do not 
know what was her real physical 
form of face or stature. Finally, 
adoration of an image is pro- 
hibited in God’s Word. On these 
grounds we cannot participate 
with you in your demonstration.’ 
This letter I consider an insult 
to our blessed Lady. My ardent 
hope is that Fatima on her visit 
here may find Osuna with its in- 
habitants at her blessed feet.” 
“Was she not beautiful, Orlan- 
do?” said Amelia, as he followed 
her home after the reception. “I 
felt something heavenly in my 
soul as I placed a kiss at our 
Lady’s feet. My heart became 
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attached to her. The halo around 
her head fascinated me—a vision 
which perhaps no one else saw.” 
Amelia’s brown eyes glowed and 
her peach face shone in ecstatic 
admiration. 


“If I should tell you the truth, 
Amelia, then I must admit that 
I was not fascinated with this 
statue at all, nor with the wel- 
come oration of the Padre. I was 
more impressed with the letter 
from the Protestant minister 
which the Padre quoted from.

The Canonigo 
Demetrio Mendez ascended the 
pulpit, beside the altar, and the 
loudspeaker carried his voice 
clearly through to the whole au- 
dience inside and outside the 
Cathedral: 


“Our lady before us here has 
promised peace to our beloved 
land of Colombia—a peace with 
unity of our people in the holy 
Catholic faith. She is offering us 
her love, and her peace, if we 
submit to her in wholehearted 
devotion.” The Canonigo conclud- 
ed his oration by saying, “Let 
this procession through our town 
demonstrate our allegiance to 
her as Heaven’s Queen and 
Earth’s Saviour.” 


Reluctantly Orlando Santiago 
had accepted the charge of stand- 
ardbearer of the Catholic youth 
organization to which he _ be- 
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longed, and Amelia Romero had 
been chosen to bear the standard 
of her Liga Juvenil Catolica. The 
procession represented all classes 
of Osuna’s inhabitants. Civic and 
social entities were there, and so 
were the military and ecclesiastic 
bodies. Social clubs and labor 
unions were there, each organi- 
zation under its banner. 


Something which brought re- 
sentment to Orlando was the 
presence in the procession of the 
men who had taken part in noc- 
turnal attacks on Liberal demo- 
cratic homes, burning houses, 
shooting at their inhabitants, and 
instituting a reign of terror in 
town.

Leonidas Romero’s quinta was 
situated on Calle Central and was 
considered the most pretentious 
house in town—center not only 
of Osuna’s aristocracy but also 
of the city’s political conserva- 
tism. The coming banquet was to 
be a demonstration of religious 
fervor as well as of a rich man’s 
wealth. The Virgin had favored 
Leonidas with prosperity and 


political influence in town; it be- 
hooved him to demonstrate pal- 
pably his thankfulness. 

Many kinds of wine adorned 
the sumptuous table, prominent 
of which was champagne, as the 
select guests filed into the ample 
dining room.

I present myself a sac- 
rifice on her altar, dedicating my 
life, my time and my fortune to 
her service.” 

As the Padre Maldonado arose 
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a fanatic flame burned 
eyes when he said: “It is time to 
demonstrate in action our alle- 
giance to, and our sentiment for, 
the Virgin. Let not Fatima leave 
this city until it can be said that 
she indeed has conquered every

house and heart of its inhabi- 
tants. We know there are enemies 
who will not yet submit to her 
dominion, but they are few and 
we are many. Let us fearlessly 
follow her to victory. Tomorrow 
evening let every faithful Catho- 
lic come to our iglesia grande 
(big church) and we shall then 
further advise you how best to 
honor and _ serve our blessed 
Lady.” 

A strange sentiment took hold 
of Orlando as the guests gathered 
in the big sala for a dance. The 
hilarious dances seemed to be a 
fitting climax to the highstrung 
religious sentiment expressed at 
the table. “Both Bacchus and 
Astarte are being worshiped here 
tonight,” reflected Orlando, “and 
it seems that Fatima is in full af- 
finity with them. How can she be 
the mother of Jesus?” 


He unburdened his heart to 
Amelia as he accompanied her 
home that evening. “I feel more 
sad than glad tonight,” he said as 
they reached the gate leading in 
to the quinta of Amelia. “Did you 
notice that the same spirit which 
gave rise to the intoxicated senti- 
ments at the table was the stimu- 
lus which brought the guests to 
the dance floor?” 

“Yes, Orlando, dear, but you 
know our religion from time to 
time needs revival. Millions have 
been converted or rededicated to 
our church since the pilgrimages 
of Fatima started.

“Let 
us praise the Lord for having 
spared our lives,” Orlando heard 
the Pastor say as the procession 
continued down the street.

The next night something ex- 
traordinary happened at Bethel 
Evangelical Chapel, where a spe- 
cial evangelistic service was held. 
Before the evangelist was to give 
his message a young man in the 
audience arose, asking permission 
to speak: 


“T was present last night out- 
side, observing the Catholic dem- 
onstration against you, and the 
way you received the insults. I 
am now convinced that you are 
the true Christians in this town 
and that we are the heretics.” 
With tears in his eyes and with 
fervor in his voice he continued: 
“T am here to ask your forgive- 
ness, and to declare publicly that 
I am now accepting Jesus Christ 
as my only Saviour.” 


As he sat down a whisper was 
heard around the audience: “That 
was Orlando Santiago. Praise the 
Lord for what He has done in his 
heart!” 


# “Orlando, I have special 
news for you! I am invited to ac- 
company the Fatima statue to 
Andorra.” It was Amelia who 
phoned Orlando the great news. 
“A select group of church leaders 
from here will be along. In our 
province capital she will be wel- 
comed by the Archbishop himself, 
and a great procession will fol- 
low.” 


““Amelia, dear, please do not go. 
I have a premonition that some- 
thing terrible may happen. After 
what I saw two nights ago at the 
Bethel Chapel I am convinced 
that God is not in this movement. 
If a statue can inspire people to 
such acts of violence against a 
peaceful assembly of worshipers, 
something is wrong. I said so to 
the Protestant congregation last 
night.” 

“You have crazy notions in 
your head, Orlando. How could 
anything hurt Fatima? She is our 
Blessed Lady, ruler of the heav- 
ens. Has she not been blessed 
with Fatima water from the 
sacred fountain, mixed with holy 
water? God will preserve her 
from all evil.”

CHRISTIAN HERITAGE 








This address was delivered at a 
Christ’s Mission service held in 
New York in the year 1906. To- 
day, fifty years later, the mes- 
sage is as timely as ever.

Why 


“But sanctify the Lord God 
in your hearts: and be ready al- 
ways to give an answer to every 
man that asketh you a reason for 
the hope that is in you with meek- 
ness and fear.” (1 Peter 3:15) 


THE Epistle of Peter, from 
which the text is taken, begins 
in that modest and loving way 
which characterizes the apostle: 
“Peter, an apostle of Jesus 
Christ.” He is writing to stran- 
gers of the various countries, re- 
minding them of the glorious in- 
heritance to which they were 
elected through the sanctification 
of the Spirit, exhorting them to 
holiness and abstinence from all 
lusts, having their conversation 
honest among the Gentiles. 

It is singular to notice, how- 
ever, that there is not one allu- 
sion to Rome in the Epistle. In- 
deed, the word Rome occurs only 
nine times in the Bible, and never 
is Peter connected with it. 

“Be ready to give an answer 
to every man that asketh you a 
reason for the hope that is in 
you.” 

He counsels the Christian to 
know what he believes and to be 
able to answer for his belief to 
his inquiring fellow-men, not in 
a haughty spirit, not in a contro- 
versial spirit; no, indeed, but in 
meekness and fear—fear, in the 
sense of reverence of God’s truth 
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we are Protestants 


—and in meekness with that 
spirit of tender mercy which best 
imitates the Divine Saviour. 


BEFORE THE REFORMATION 


The question is frequent- 
ly put to Protestants by Roman 
Catholics: Where was your reli- 
gion before the Reformation had 
separated you and placed you out- 
side the church? If you are right, 
why is it that you are excommuni- 
cated and accursed by the Roman 
Catholic Church? 

To these and similar questions 
we ought to be able to give an 
intelligent answer. 

We are Protestants because, 
as the Reformers and those who 
followed them protested against 
the doctrines of the Church of 
Rome, so do we. They did not 
take or choose the name them- 
selves. It was given to them from 
outside. They were called Protes- 
tants because they refused to bow 
to the authority of the Church 
of Rome. 

Why do we protest and why 
are we entitled to the name of 
Protestants? The first reason is 
the living Word of God itself. 
The holy Scripture, being the 
Word of God, is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correc- 
tion, for instruction in righteous- 
ness. We believe with the Apostle 
James that we receive the en- 
grafted word which is able to save 





our souls. It is able to save, for 
it tells you the way in which you 
may be saved. 


The Church of Rome did not 
regard the Word of God in that 
way. Do not take my word for 
this statement, but hear the de- 
cision of the Council of Trent 
regarding the Scriptures: “All 
saving truth is not contained in 
the Scriptures, but partly in un- 
written tradition...” That is to 
say, human traditions are put on 
the same basis with the Word 
of God and given the same au- 
thority. We could not accept that, 
as we put all other authority and 
unwritten traditions aside. 


When the Reformation tri- 
umphed, the holy Scriptures were 
widely distributed among the 
people in England, Germany, 
Switzerland, and with the emi- 
grants from those countries the 
Bible came to the United States. 
Now in all these lands where 
the Bible had its right place— 
as in the leading Protestant na- 
tions of the world—prosperity . 
and civilization were the inevit- 
able results, while the reverse 
can be demonstrated of Roman 
Catholic countries. Even in Swit- 
zerland, in those cantons where 
the Word of God is free, we find 
greater prosperity than in those 
cantons that are under the Roman 
Catholic Church. 


In recent years the authorities 
of Rome are said to recommend 
the reading of the Bible. But that 
was not so in the past and is not 
so now everywhere. 

I have had in my hands the 
burnt remains of Testaments tak- 
en from the hands of peasants, 
burned by their own spiritual 
leaders. Deny to the Bible its 
place and put it on an equal basis 
with human traditions! We could 
not receive such a doctrine, and 
therefore protested against it. 


PETER AND THE ROCK 


The second reason why we 
are Protestants is the attitude 
of the Church of Rome towards 
Christ, an attitude that necessi- 
tates protest. The Church is com- 
pared to a body, the mystical 
body of Christ, and Christ is the 
Head of the Church. The Apostle 
Peter speaks of Christ as the 
Chief Shepherd and Bishop of our 
souls. He has all power in heaven 
and on earth. He gave the promise 
to His people: ‘‘Lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” 


Why then should there be a 
vicar, a substitute, a human 
being, standing in His place with 
all power over all rulers and 
princes of this world, and even 
with personal infallibility ? Christ 
does not need any deputy in His 
place. But somebody might object 
and say: Did not Christ tell 
Peter, “Thou art Peter, and upon 
this rock I will build My church’’? 
Does that not give Peter the su- 
premacy? 

It is not so easy to make the 
sense of these words as clear in 
the English translation as it ap- 
pears in the Greek. Petros, which 
means in Greek, Peter, is mascu- 
line; petra, which means rock, is 
feminine. 

Jesus says to Peter: Thou are 
Petros and on this petra I will 
build My Church. What petra did 
He mean? Christ had asked: 
“‘Whom say ye that I am?” and 
Peter answered: “Thou are the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” 
That confession of Petros was the

petra upon which Christ was to 
build His Church. It is, as we 
might say, a play of words. 

Suppose a man whose name is 
Stewart comes to me for a chari- 
table purpose, and it so happens 
that I know him to be an honest, 
reliable person. Suppose I have 
employment for him which I can 
offer him. I can say then: Mr. 
Stewart, I am glad I have some- 
thing for you, and I know you 
will be a good steward. 

Christ meant that Peter saw 
the rock in his confession of the 
Divinity of Christ. That was the 
radical truth, the rock, on which 
the Church should be built. The 
Church indeed is built on the 
foundation of the apostles and 
prophets, Jesus being the chief 
corner stone. 

But does not Christ say also 
to Peter, “I will give unto thee 
the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven: and whatsoever thou 
shalt bind on earth shall be bound 
in heaven, and whatsoever thou 
shalt loose on earth shall be loosed 
in heaven.” That means: Peter 
was used by Christ to preach the 
Gospel, the first to open the Gos- 
pel to the Jews and Gentiles. He 
was Christ’s apostle and had by 
that promise of Christ received 
the honor to open the door first 
to the Jews and then to the 
Gentiles. 





But Christ said: Whosesoever 
sins you forgive will be forgiven. 
Does not that give power to Peter 
to pardon sins? No! Read Jere- 
miah, the first chapter, where the 
Lord said to him: “I have this 
day set thee over the nations and 
over the kingdoms, to root out, 
and to pull down, and to destroy, 
and to throw down, to build, and 
to plant.” 

But Jeremiah never planted, 
never built kingdoms. It meant 
that God would use him to tell 
to the nations how He would 
build. In other words, He gave 
him declarative power, not execu- 
tive power. 

Christ uses the same language 
to His other apostles also, telling 
men how sins may be remitted 
and how retained. It is on this 
account that we cannot accept the 
idea to put a man, even the most 
distinguished and learned man, at 
the head of the Church, as the 
Papacy has done, Jesus being sole 
head of the Church. He alone has 
authority and power and He alone 
bought that Church with His own 
blood. It was He who sent the 
Comforter to lead His followers 
into all truth. 


ONE MEDIATOR 


The third reason why we 
are Protestants is that Christ is 
the Mediator; that is, He is ap- 
pointed to be mediator between 
fallen man and God. There are 
not many mediators. He is the 
only one Mediator, the man 
Christ Jesus. But there are many 
mediators practically presented 
by the Church of Rome, against 
which the Reformers protested. 

The Virgin Mary and other 
saints are asked to mediate. This 
is done without Scriptural basis; 
nothing in the Bible gives sanc- 
tion for that use. But in the 
Church of Rome there are far 
more prayers presented to Mary 
and the saints than to God 
through Christ. 

All saving power is ascribed 
by the Scriptures to Christ as 
Mediator, but in Rome this power 
is shared by creatures, and thus 
Christ is dishonored. Look in the

Old Testament. What magnificent 
saints do we find in the Hebrew 
people! Why did the Jews not 
call on Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, on 
David and Joseph; why did they 
not pray to Samuel the holy 
prophet? You never heard of such 
mediators. 

The fourth reason why we 
protest is that Christ died for 
our sins and shed His blocd. He 
finished the work that had been 
given Him to do; they nailed Him 
to the tree; He was crucified, and 
before dying He said: “It is 
finished.” He had completed the 
work He came to do. Since He 
offered Himself, there is no other 
sacrifice needed: “By one offer- 
ing He perfected forever them 
that are sanctified.” (Heb. 10:14) 


In the Church of Rome, the 
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Christ. We have to protest against 
that. It is against the teaching 
of the Scriptures. There is no 
basis for it in the Bible. 


But somebody may ask, did 
not the Master say, “This is My 
body”? Yes, in the same sense as 
“this cup is the new testament of 
My blood.” He evidently meant 
the wine in the cup. He also said, 
“I am the vine, ye are the 
branches.” 

That expression is symbolical, 
because neither is He a tree nor 
are we real branches. The same 
figures are used even in conver- 
sational language. As you take 
this bread broken and this wine 
poured out, so you in faith do 
take Me as your Substitute and 
this you will do to the end of the 
world. 
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completeness of Christ’s offering 
is practically denied, for it is 
repeated in the mass. The mass 
is said to be the self-same sacrifice 
of the Cross, an offering for the 
sins of the living and of the dead. 
This is against the teaching of 
the Bible. We have redemption by 
the blood of Christ, and it is not 
for any man to repeat that work, 
which a human being cannot do, 
and which was only possible for 
Christ. 

In order to justify the mass, 
the doctrine of transubstantia- 
tion had to be taught. It means 
that when the priest has conse- 
crated the elements, the bread 
and wine are turned into the 
body, soul, and divinity of Jesus 
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What a difference between 
these statements and the teach- 
ings of Rome! Besides, we could 
mention here, though it concerns 
our subject indirectly, that only 
the bread is given to the laity. 

Paul never suggests such a 
distinction; on the contrary he 
says all should partake of the 
bread and wine; and indeed the 
Corinthians certainly used in the 
Lord’s supper both the bread and 
the wine, because we read that 
they abused it and that drunken- 
ness was connected with it. 

No other sacrifice is needed 
for removing sin than the blood 
of Christ which was offered on 
Calvary. “The blood of Jesus 
Christ cleanseth from all sin.” 





JUSTIFICATION BY FAITH 


Another cause for protest- 
ing is the method accepted by the 
Roman Catholic Church in the 
matter of justification. The 
Council of Trent condemns justi- 
fication by faith: “If anyone says 
that a sinner can be justified by 
faith, let him be accursed.” 

The teaching of the Bible is 
that for our justification and par- 
don all that is needed is faith in 
Christ. “What must I do to be 
saved?” asked one man of an 
apostle, and he answered: “Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and thou shalt be saved.” 

The Bible says: “Being justi- 
fied by faith, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ”; and, “There is no con- 
demnation to them who are in 


Christ Jesus.” 

What a significant coincidence 
we can discover in the circum- 
stance that this doctrine of justi- 
fication by faith is given such 
prominence just in the epistle to 
the Romans, written there as a 
permanent protest against the 
errors of the Roman Church! 

What is justification? It is 
the pardon of sins. God conde- 
scends to speak to men in clear 
language: “Your sins I will re- 
member no more.” 

But does that not entitle a 
person to do whatever he pleases? 
No. It is written that there is no 
condemnation to them who are 
in Christ Jesus. But listen to what 
the apostle further has to say: 
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“There is no condemnation to 
them who are in Christ Jesus, 
who walk not after the flesh but 
after the spirit.” 

This faith is a saving faith 
connected essentially with the 
change of the spirit. The man 
who believes is new-born and 
made a new creature. This is the 
doctrine which we learn from 
John: “He came unto His own 
and His own received him not. 
But as many as received Him, 
to them gave He power to become 
the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on His name; who 
were born not of blood nor of 
the will of the flesh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God.” 


When a sinner believes in 
Jesus, he is a new creature; his 
heart is inspired with love of 
Christ. His righteousness is im- 
puted to me; He loved me and I 
love Him in return; and because 
I love Him, I will not sin any 
more. The love of Christ con- 
straineth me. If I believe that I 
am justified by faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who died “once for 
all,” I cannot believe in the “‘sacri- 
fice of the mass” as so many repe- 
titions of the Sacrifice on Calvary. 
I cannot believe in the efficacy 
of human absolution, that my sins 
may be pardoned. I do not need 
to live in fear and trepidation 
that I shall be consigned to purga- 
tory for punishment of my sins. 


When we believe in Jesus 
Christ as our Saviour and Re- 


deemer we know from the Word 
of God that when the soul has 
departed we are only absent from 
the body, to be present with the 
Lord—at home in His many 
mansions. 


THE TWO SACRAMENTS 


It was necessary, there- 
fore, to protest because these 
truths were not taught by the 
Church of Rome and still are con- 
demned by that church. Another 
reason why there had to be a 
protest and why we still must 
protest is that the Church of 
Rome made new and additional 
ordinances besides those given by 
Christ Himself. 

We must protest against insti- 
tutions which have not the sanc- 
tion of Christ, the Head of the 
Church. There were two sacra- 
ments in the Jewish dispensation, 
two witnesses for the truth of 
God to man; and there were like- 
wise two sacraments in the Chris- 
tian dispensation, that is, Baptism 
and the Lord’s Supper. 

Baptism was ordered’ by 
Christ after His resurrection 
when He said to His disciples: 
“Go ye therefore and teach al! 
nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” And 
the Lord’s Supper became a sac- 
rament when Christ said: “This 
do in remembrance of Me.”’ These 
two sacraments Christ instituted. 


In addition to these two sacra- 
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ments, five others had been in- 
vented by the Church of Rome. 
And for this reason, it was 
necessary to protest. Not only did 
Jesus not institute those new sac- 
raments, but they imply state- 
ments directly contrary to the 
Word of God. These assertions 
are not my own view. I quote 
again the Council of Trent, the 
authorized, dogmatic declaration 
of the Roman Catholic Church: 
“I profess also that there are 
seven sacraments of the new law 
instituted by Christ. Whosoever 
shall affirm that the sacraments 
of the new law were not all 
instituted by Christ our Lord, or 
that any is not truly sacramental, 
let him be accursed.” 


I am “accursed,” for I can- 
not believe that they were insti- 
tuted by Christ. I find that many 
centuries had passed before that 
idea of seven sacraments was ac- 
cepted in the Roman Church. 


This is one of the many forms 


of arbitrary action practiced by 


the Roman Church in which there 
is an aggression on the power of 
Jesus Christ, who did _ not 
establish those institutions. It 
was the duty of those who believ- 
ed the Scriptures to lift up their 
protest against such an abuse. Be- 
sides all these points which we 
have enumerated, we could add 
many more. Be it sufficient to 
mention in the same relation, 
celibacy; the use of images in 
worship, condemned in the Bible; 
the worship in unknown tongues; 
the confessional, and other human 
arrangements. 


MYSTERY OF SALUTATION 


Let me only mention some 
of the positive Scriptural facts 
which must appeal to our in- 
dividual conscience. God is in 
Christ reconciling sinners to Him- 
self. When we believe in Jesus 
Christ, He becomes our Prophet, 
Priest and King. He is our Proph- 
et, because He teaches us; He 
is our Priest, because He atones 
for us and defends us from our 
énemies. We are complete in Him,

the strategy of opposition 


Blaming the power of the 
dollar for the “alarming progress of 
Protestantism in Latin America,” the 
Vatican is taking steps to thwart the 
advance of Christian missions in 
those countries by creating in Bogota, 
Colombia, a central office similar to 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference in Washington, D.C. Purpose 
of the office will be to coordinate the 
activities of the episcopacy, the reli- 
gious orders and the lay organiza- 
tions in development of a common 
strategy to fight the tide of Protes- 
tantism sweeping those countries. 


Speaking on behalf of the new 
enterprise, Chilean Cardinal Caro de- 
clared: “The principal factors [to be 
combatted] in the spread of Protes- 
tantism in these lands are the well 
equipped [privately financed] Protes- 
tant schools, the widespread distribu- 
tion of pamphlets and other Protes- 
tant reading matter, the powerful 
Protestant missions, and the possi- 
bility that future directors of these 
missions may study and be trained in 
Latin America itself.” 

Lest the Office’s mission back-fire, 
the defamers of Protestantism should 
consider the case of Benigno Zuniga, 
a Jesuit priest for eighteen years, and 
one of five Roman Catholic priests in 
3olivia who have lately rejected Ro- 
manism. 

Fr. Benigno was sent to a farm- 
ing region for the express purpose of 
combating Evangelical work. He 
gathered material on Protestant 
teachings, and in order to clarify his 
own thinking and marshal his argu- 
ments against their teachings, began 
a thorough study of the Scriptures. 
Up to that time he had never read 
through the Bible. As he read, the 
Living Word spoke to him, convincing 
him of the error of his old beliefs, 
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and today he is an active Evangelical 
himself. 

Another critic of Protestantism 
in Latin America, Father Prudencio 
Damboriena, writing in the Jesuit 
publication, Mensaje, challenges his 
readers with the exemplary conduct 
of the Protestants who demonstrate 
in their own personal lives “evangeli- 
cal regeneration.” 

“Their conduct is highly honor- 
able. They abstain from all enter- 
tainment, habits and vices that lead 
to moral ruin. They are models of 
industry and of respect, particularly 
to the opposite sex, and show honesty 
in their business dealings and in 
their daily life,” he says. 

“It is not enough to declare that 
all we need to do is concentrate on 
being good Catholics,” he continues. 
“What we must do is to shake the 
Catholic conscience of this country 
in order that we may work unitedly 
and positively at the task of conserv- 
ing our own faith.” 


non-sectarian high school 
for Marion County 


The Court of Appeals, in up- 
holding Circuit Judge Wm. B. Ar- 
drey’s decision, directed the Marion 
County [Kentucky] Board of Educa- 
tion to build a new, centrally located 
high school, in the hope of ending 
sectarianism in the school system. 

Judge Ardrey’s action culminates 
a three-year legal battle over the clos- 
ing of the Bradfordsville High School. 
Bradfordsville is a predominantly 
Protestant community in the south- 
east section of Roman Catholic domi- 
nated Marion County. 

The Marion County School Board, 
in voting to close the school in 1954, 
created a situation whereby students 
in the county were forced to attend 
either the Roman Catholic operated 
St. Charles School, maintained at pub- 


lic expense and largely staffed by Ro- 
man Catholic nuns, or the school at 
Lebanon, a notorious drinking and 
gambling town where even high 
school students can buy liquor. 


can you TOP this? 


In Ontario, Canada, where 
Roman Catholic schools are supported 
by tax funds in addition to the levies 
of the church upon its parishioners, 
Bishop Cody of London recently com- 
plained : 
“We would not be so poor if we got 
back the hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars that have been taken from us by 
unjust and obsolete laws.” 

These same “unjust and obsolete 
laws” grant the favor of tax sup- 
port, collected from Protestants and 
Catholics alike, to Roman Catholic 
parochial schools while denying the 
same benefits to any other church 
schools. 

The following figures are signif- 
icant: The Ontario Minister of Edu- 
cation reports (1955) that the Public 
Schools of Ontario raised by taxation 
and fees $147,218,953. The Ontario 
Government made grants of $39,260- 
847—or 26.7 per cent. The Minister 
reports that the Roman Catholic 
Separate Schools in Ontario received 
$24,340,233 by taxes and fees and the 
Provincial grants amounted to $10,- 
516,673—or 43.2 per cent. 

In the U.S., Father Virgil C. 
Blum of Marquette University, has 
petitioned for full government sub- 
sidy to his church for its educational 
program at the elementary and high 
school level. If the subsidy is denied, 
Fr. Blum claims, then the religious 
freedom of Roman Catholics is being 
suppressed. 

The subsidy demanded amounts 
to more than one billion dollars, an- 
nually, paid for, of course, by tax 
payers, regardless of convictions. 


examine their convictions 


A predominantly Protestant 
organization called recently for po- 
tential candidates for the offices of 
President or vice president to take 
a definite stand for or against what 
it called: 

1. A Roman Catholic church 

“boycott” of public schools. 

2. A Roman Catholic propo- 

sal advocating public funds 

for sectarian schools. 


3. Appointment of an Ameri- 
can ambassador to the Vati- 
can. 
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“To challenge every [Roman] 
Catholic candidate on these issues is 
a wise and necessary precaution de- 
signed to protect our American tra- 
ditions,” said a statement by a groun 
known as Protestants and Other 
Americans United for Separation of 
Church and State (POAU). 

Describing itself as nonpolitical 
and as having some Jewish and a few 
liberal Roman Catholic members, the 
organization deplored the formation 
of any Catholic or anti-Catholic polit- 
ical party and said it opposes any 
“blanket boycott of candidates of any 
particular denomination.” 

The statement continues, “Most 
citizens are born into their religious 
affiliations, and no one should be pe- 
nalized for an accident of birth. Mil- 
lions of Catholic Americans are in 
complete agreement on matters of 
church-state separation with their 
fellow citizens of other faiths. We 
believe, however, that the religion of 
a candidate for President or vice 
president of the U.S. should not be 
used as a shield to conceal his opin- 
ions on matters of church-state poli- 
cy.” 

Candidates of all faiths should be 
challenged to answer all pertinent 
questions involving church-state poli- 
cy, but those of Roman Catholic faith 
should be scrutinized even more care- 
fully because their church “has taken 
a definite stand against the Supreme 
Court’s interpretation of the separa- 
tion of church and state, and particu- 
larly against the denial of public 
money to sectarian schools.” 

Roman Catholic leaders also fa- 
vor naming an ambassador to the 
Vatican, the statement added. 


TRUTH, freely expressed 


A spokesman for President 
Eisenhower called upon the churches 
of America to “speak up clear and 
strong” at the triennial assembly of 
the National Council of Churches in 
St. Louis, Mo. 

“The President knows that the 
health of our democracy depends upon 
truth freely expressed—the bitter 
truth as well as the sweet, judgment 
as well as praise—and the free 
churches of America have a prime 
responsibility to make plain to us 
the words of the Lord, by precept 
and by example,” declared Rev. Fred- 
eric Fox, a Congregational minister 
who represented the President at the 
assembly. 
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mediocre educational standards 


Deploring ‘‘mediocrity’”’ 
among the members of the Roman 
Catholic faith in the U.S., the Rev. 
John J. Cavanaugh, C.S.C., director 
of the University of Notre Dame 
Foundation and former Notre Dame 
president, called on American Roman 
Catholics for a “renaissance of re- 
spect for culture and scholarship.” 

“‘Where are the [Roman] Catholic 
Salks, Oppenheimers, Einsteins?” he 
asked, speaking at a communion 
breakfast of the John Carroll Society. 

According to a recent survey, 
there is not a single Roman Catholic 
institution rated among the top col- 
leges and universities. 


a Russian POPE? 


In a recent issue of Sunday 
School Times, Dr. Wilbur M. Smith 
focuses attention on Cardinal Aga- 
gianian, 62-year-old Russian-born 
prelate, as a possible successor to 
Pius XII. 

Dr. Smith points out that, al- 
though it is over four hundred years 
since any non-Italian Pope has been 
elected, there are few likely Italian 
candidates among the College of Car- 
dinals and only two other foreigners 
who appear to be outstanding con- 
tenders. At the present the College of 
Cardinals is down from its full 
strength of seventy to only fifty-eight 
members. 

Gregory Peter XV Agagianian, 
Patriarch of Cilicia in Armenia since 
1935, was created Cardinal in 1946. 
The fact that he belongs to the Ar- 
menian Rite which permits its priests 
to marry, and that there is no prece- 
dent for a Pope outside the Latin 
Rite, are major obstacles to his elec- 
tion. 

However, in this present crucial 
age, a closer tie with the East is 
considered by some to be an auspi- 
cious omen. In this respect, possibly 
the recent conference in Athens of 
Cardinal Spellman, “the little pope,” 
with Archbishop Makarios, leader of 
the Greek Cypriots, before reporting 
to Pope Pius, is significant. 


the Pope's POCKET 


An advertisement appearing 
recently in the Catholic Sentinel, offi- 
cial paper of the archdiocese of Port- 
land, Oregon, offered promissory 
notes of the archdiocese in denomina- 
tions of $1,000 and multiples thereof, 
at interest rates of three to four per 





cent. The ad stated: 

“These Notes are the direct obliga- 
tion of the Archdiocese of Portland 
in Oregon and are signed personally 
by His Excellency, the Archbishop, as 
President of the Corporation in 
which is vested Title to all Catholic 
Diocesan Church Property in this 
Archdiocese.” 

Most English-speaking Roman 
Catholic dioceses are incorporated by 
law as “corporations sole,” that is to 
say, the sole voice in the holding and 
disposal of all the vast property of a 
diocese is held by the bishop. His con- 
trol as administrator, however, is 
subject to the Pope in Rome who ap- 
points him to office and to whom he 
has made strict vows of submission. 
Thus, the faithful Roman Catholic 
parishioner who contributes to his 
church, in reality is making contri- 
bution to the vast store of Rome, 
over which neither he nor his priest 
has any control. 

By the same token, any invest- 
ment in the archdiocese of Portland, 
Oregon, is in reality an investment 
in the Pope’s pocket, and at a very 
low rate of interest. 


too little, too late 


The recent political crisis 
which erupted in a bloody revolt that 
ousted Venezuelan dictator Marcos 
Perez Jimenez is illustrative of the 
power of the Roman Catholic Church 
over her enemies. 

Prior to the revolution, Arch- 
bishop Rafael Arias Blanco sent a 
note to Jimenez which stated: 

“The peace and happiness of the 
Venezuelan people demand the return 
of the exiled, the liberation of all 
political prisoners, and full amnesty.” 

Jimenez answered with fire by 
confiscating the edition of the Roman 
Catholic daily La Religion in which 
the note was subsequently published. 
He then secured from his congress a 
bill authorizing the substitution of a 
simple plebiscite for regular elections. 

Tension mounted and police were 
forced to use tear gas and machetes 
to break up the crowds demonstrating 
in down-town Caracas for “an end 
to dictatorship.” President Jimenez, 
recognizing the handwriting on the 
wall, sought to make peace with the 
Vatican by freeing five imprisoned 
priests, but the gesture came too late. 

Significantly, it was the opposi- 
tion of the Roman Catholic clergy in 
Colombia that finally tipped the scales 
against former dictator Rojas Pinilla.

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Seven years ago, in 1951, Dr. Walter M. Montano 
assumed the directorship of an organization in New York 
dedicated to the task of helping priests and monks 

who leave the Church of Rome. Seventy-five years ago, 
in 1883, Father James A. O’Connor, himself a converted 
priest, first recognized the need for such an organization, 
and so Christ’s Mission was born. In the years that 

have intervened since 1883, many a priest has felt the 
warm grasp of a welcoming hand as he has turned 

his back on the church of his ordination and sought 
spiritual and financial help in a new, strange, and 

often terrifying world. Since 1951 well over a score of 


priests have been thus directly aided by Christ’s Mission. 


MESSAGE FROM THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 


““Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature.” (Mark 16:15) These words, known as 
the Great Commission, were spoken 1900 years ago to a 
small group of unlettered men with no power, prestige, 
or political influence. They were spoken in an age given 
over to pagan superstitions of the worst kind, including 
the festivals of Bacchus with their accompanying debauch- 
ery and the worship of Venus with its gross immorality. 

Against these idols of society the commission of Christ 
was registered, and as the mighty gospel was spread 
abroad by a handful of faithful witnesses, the temples of 
idolatry were invaded and weakened, the long slumber of 
centuries was broken, the promise of the ages was ful- 
filled, and a new dawn burst upon a darkened world. 
Christian churches were established in the very heart of 
the Roman Empire—in Phrygia and Galatia, in Ethiopia 
and Corinth, in Philippi and Thessalonica. Within a short 
time even remote nations heard of Jesus and His strange 
new doctrine. By the close of the second century Ger- 
many, Spain, and Britain opened their doors to the 
message of the gospel. 

Christ had warned His followers that persecution would 
be their lot. When Nero set fire to Rome in A.D. 64, 
thereby arousing the indignation of the populace, he 
found a convenient scapegoat in the new religion. As a 
result, violent persecutions were instigated against the 
humble Christians. 

But nothing could stop the onward course of Christian- 
ity, and in spite of the martyrdom of Peter and Paul and 
the other apostles, it proceeded to march triumphantly 
over some of the most forbidding roads of the pagan 
world. 

Centuries of persecution followed, centuries filled with 
the indomitable heroism of those unconquerable Chris- 
tians. But, as Paul had warned, the “mystery of iniquity” 
had already begun to work, and in certain areas Chris- 
tianity formed an adulterous union with paganism. The 
greatest compromise of early times occurred under the 
aegis of the so-called Christian emperor Constantine. 

The eventual product of this unholy alliance was the 
Roman Catholic Church, which ushered in an era of even 
more terrible persecution, this time not by a secular but 
by a religious power, the Papacy, an era when untold 
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millions of Christians were slaughtered for their faith 
in the name of Christ, an era thereafter to be known as 
the Dark Ages, brought to an end only by the light of 
the Reformation. 

For centuries “the souls of them that were slain for 
the word of God,” which John the Revelator saw in pro- 
phetic symbol, “cried with a loud voice, saying, How long, 
O Lord, holy and true, dost thou not judge and avenge 
our blood on them that dwell on the earth?” (Rev. 6:9, 
10) But in spite of this new profanation of the holy 
temple of the Lord by papal rather than pagan Rome, 
God’s saints continued to increase and spread, in living 
testimony to the Saviour’s declaration, “The gates of 
hell shall not prevail against [my church].” (Matt. 16:18) 

Meanwhile, the Papacy flourished, claiming to control 
the keys of the kingdom and to be the sole dispenser of 
God’s grace and benefices. Deaf to the warnings of apostle 
and prophet, blind to the waymarks of apostasy, the 
Church of Rome, falsely using the name of Christ, sank 
into doctrinal corruption and moral degradation. 

But God had His chosen ones in the cloisters and in 
the pulpits of spiritual Babylon. The Reformers, in His 
own time, sounded the clarion call for men to return to 
the simplicity of the gospel of Jesus Christ and abandon 
the false accretions of the ages. Through the ministry 
of their prophetic voices, those who were drinking at the 
polluted streams of apostate Christianity were directed 
to the pure streams of Him who is the Fount of life and 
of salvation. 

Apart from differences of nationality and background, 
temperament and intellect, these men were giants of 
faith, valiant in battle, zealous of good works. And we 
believe that just as God has raised up His prophets and 
apostles, leaders and reformers in other countries and 
other ages, so He has elected those in America to fulfill 
His plans. In the direct line of Luther and Calvin, Knox 
and the Wesleys, stand those in our generation who, hav- 
ing heard His voice and obeyed His command to “contend 
for the faith which was once delivered unto the saints,” 
also call men to repudiate corrupt doctrines and drink of 
the water of life. 

To this elect group, Father James A. O’Connor, foun- 
der of Christ’s Mission, truly belonged.

His life is a testimony of God’s dealing with an 
earnest soul seeking salvation. Born in Ireland, he was 
brought up as a Catholic, and among his relatives were 
priests and nuns. At the age of ten he was told by his 
parents that they hoped he would become a priest. 


Desiring to please them, he studied Latin and Greek, 
completing his studies in the classics at the seminary in 
Killarney. Then he entered the seminary of St. Sulpice 
in Paris, where nearly all the distinguished priests of 
France have been educated. From there he was sent to 
the United States, to the German seminary of St. Francis 
in Milwaukee, to St. Mary’s seminary in Baltimore, and 
finally to Chicago, where in the fall of 1870 he was 
ordained a priest. 


The more he studied the more he became convinced of 
the errors and shortcomings of the Church of Rome. In 
the process of receiving his education he had learned 
enough to know that the Roman Catholic Church was not 
teaching the pure and unadulterated gospel truth, and he 
found that his reason could not consent to many of her 
teachings. 


By the spring of 1878, he had made up his mind. He 
would leave the Church of Rome and become a doctor. 
In 1862, while he was a student priest at St. Brendan’s 
Seminary in Killarney, he had met Mary A. Barry. Their 
mothers had been first cousins. During the next sixteen 
years their friendship continued. Her parents also left 
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THE MAN WITH 
A STRANGE MISSION 


The Roman Catholic Church would like to 
preserve the fiction that there are no ex-priests. 
But the life and work of one converted Catholic 
priest James A. O’Connor stands as a testi- 


monial refuting this belief. 


Father O’Connor left the Roman Church in 
1878. As the result of his influence more than 
160 priests abandoned their church to enter 
civilian life, and many of them became mem- 
bers of various evangelical churches. For thirty- 
two years Mr. O’Connor’s public services were 
attended by large congregations, more than 


half of which were usually Roman Catholics. 


Ireland and established a home for themselves and their 
eight children in Chicago. After O’Connor left the church 
he saw Mary again, and eventually they were duly and 
legally married. 

At the time, they were both dissatisfied with the teach- 
ing of the Roman Church but were not converted to 
Protestantism. But after moving to Cincinnati, Ohio, 
where Mr. O’Connor studied medicine, they began attend- 
ing evangelical services and soon received Christ as their 
Redeemer and Lord. 


The experience of conversion placed a tremendous bur- 
den on the heart of Mr. O’Connor to reach Roman Cath- 
olics, both the laity and priests, with the true gospel. 
Accordingly, in 1879 he and his wife moved to New York, 
and he began preaching. This led to the founding of 
Christ’s Mission and of the Converted Catholic magazine. 


Those who became acquainted with James O’Connor 
only through his writings in the magazine may have 
formed the impression that he was rather severe when 
referring to the church he had left. In point of fact, he 
was most charitable. While admitting that the Roman 
Catholic Church possessed many of the cardinal truths 
contained in the Bible, he deplored her distortion of these 
truths and her addition of new and erroneous doctrines. 
Like the prophets of old, he lamented her apostasy and 
felt sorry for those enchained in her system, from the 
Pope on down to the humblest member. 
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Perhaps the point of his greatest sympathy for Roman 
Catholics was their belief in purgatory. He knew that 
most of them were haunted all their lives by the fear of 

staying in purgatory until expiation for their sins was 

made by the masses and prayers of those still on earth. 
| Through the pages of the Converted Catholic magazine 
| he often described some of the death scenes he had wit- 
| nessed of priests, with their horror of spending a seem- 
| 





ingly endless time in purgatory. 

In both his writing and his preaching, his statements, 
whether of doctrine or of fact, were invariably accurate 
and supported by authority. In the twenty-seven years 
he was editor of the Converted Catholic, not a single 
statement in it was traversed by any representative of 
Rome. Often when he preached he did not mention the 
Roman Church but emphasized the fact that Christ wel-

comed every sinner and that the way to Him was always 
open to the repentant. 

His correspondents included ecclesiastics of the Roman 
Catholic Church, and he spent countless hours in counsel- 
ing. He never asked a caller his or her name or any other 
question that might cause embarrassment. Some weeks 
as many as four priests came to him for counsel. Many 
of those who sought advice were the unfortunate victims 
of a mixed marriage. 

His own marriage was very successful and was blessed 
with four children, all of whom preceded their parents 
in death. 

One Monday evening in July of 1911, Mr. O’Connor, 
while crossing Eighth Avenue at 58th Street on his way 
to attend the services at Tent Evangel Mission, was 
struck and knocked down by a streetcar. He was picked 
up unconscious and rushed to nearby Roosevelt Hospital. 
When he regained consciousness he asked Mrs. O’Connor 
to take him to their home in the Christ’s Mission build- 
ing. He realized that he was dying, but though he him- 
self had been a Roman Catholic priest for over seven 
years, in his hour of extremity he did not recant and 
send for a priest. He trusted only in the Lord Jesus. He 
lingered for one week and passed to his reward July 24. 


As far as is known, his funeral was the first one in the 
United States where a man who was once a Roman Cath- 
olic priest was buried from a Protestant church. It was 
held in the chapel of Calvary Baptist Church, New York, 
on Friday afternoon, July 28. The chapel which seated 
about seven hundred persons was far too small for the 
host who wished to pay him homage, including many 
priests. As the casket was borne to the street, every man 
in the throng outside bared his head in silent tribute to 
this “man of never-failing courtesy,” as he was charac- 
terized in the memorial service. 


James O’Connor was sixty-five when he passed away. 
Since his death, Christ’s Mission has continued to carry 
on with the same objectives for which it was founded, 
and the Converted Catholic magazine has followed up as 
an able organ of enlightenment and influence.

THE EX-PRIEST AS A PERSON 


From an early age Roman Catholics are taught not to 
think for themselves in matter of religion. From the 
time a Roman Catholic boy or young man decides to be- 
come a priest, all his activities and aspirations, and even 
his thoughts, are under the complete subjugation of his 
superiors, through the controlling influence of the vow 
of obedience and regular confession. 


He lives, in general, a secluded life and is trained only 
in the doctrines, policies and activities of the Roman 
Church. He has instilled into him a one-sided approach 
to every problem and the instinct to appraise each situa- 
tion with the well-known philosophy that “the end justi- 
fies the means.” 


Not all priests break with the Roman Catholic Church 
because of their religious convictions. Some leave for 
more mundane and human reasons: many are dissatis- 
fied with the discipline and chafe at the subordination

required by their superiors; others are convinced that 
the aims and activities of the Roman Church are incom- 
patible with the principles laid down by Christ, whom it 
purports to represent on earth. Some are misfits and 
would not be successful or satisfied in any type of work. 
Few, if any, have had a personal Christian experience or 
have felt the need of a personal Saviour. 


With very few exceptions the former priest’s education 
and experience has been completely confined to Roman 
Catholic circles and has been devoted to the exclusive 
benefit of the church. In leaving, he must start life over 
again, usually at an older age, in a new field, with no 
experience, actual or allied. 


Even his advantage in academic learning is worthless 
outside the church and is often completely nullified by 
the damaging philosophy he has imbibed regarding reli- 
gious, social and political policies. The break with his 
former affiliation causes an emotional strain beyond com- 
prehension. Generally, he had determined as a youth to 
become a priest and has never known the need of self- 
reliance, for as long as he remained within the Roman 
Catholic Church he was physically and materially secure. 
His own spiritual convictions have long since vanished. 
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Therefore, when he leaves, all security is cast aside, and 
he is completely on his own, without any spiritual founda- 
tion and with a bleak and insecure future before him. 


POTENTIAL PARIAH 


A former Roman Catholic once made the following per- 
ceptive observations about priests who leave the church: 

“The condition of a Roman Catholic priest is a peculiar 
one. He is taught from his infancy that the Roman 
priest is a representative of God, the mediator between 
God and man, that he is literally ‘another Christ.’ The 
priest has supreme control over his people in spiritual 
matters, and even in the temporal affairs of the parish, 
not to say anything of political Roman Catholicism. He 
is a celibate, and this vow of celibacy, coupled with the 
dangers of the confessional homage paid him by his 
people, makes him very liable to fall into many tempta- 
tions that are peculiar to the priesthood. 

“Besides this, he lives in an atmosphere so saturated 
with Roman Catholic influences that he stands as far 
removed from Protestant ideas and modes of thought as 
the North pole is from the South pole. Even if he lives in 
a Protestant or mixed community he remains a stranger 
to Protestant influences. He may associate occasionally 
with Protestants, and yet he is so bound up in the cults, 
practice and teachings of his own church that such an 
intercourse has no effect upon him. He lives in the world 
without being a part of it. He lives as a priest, not as 
a free, independent citizen. 


“Now we suppose that such a priest becomes tired of 
the Roman Church and wishes to leave it. Does it mean 
that he is already converted to Protestantism, and is 
ready to become a successful and earnest Christian 
worker? No. There may be some priests who, touched by 
Divine Spirit, see at once the inner meanings of the 
Gospel, and grasp its blessed messages of love and for- 
giveness with an intensity of feeling that cannot be sus- 
pected. But, even then, they are not familiar with Protes- 
tant ideas, with Protestant life, and church methods and 
discipline. They must be trained... 

“The priest who leaves Rome. . . becomes an outlaw, 
so far as Roman Catholics are concerned. His fate is just 
as sad as that of the Hindu pariah. And if there are no 
Protestants to welcome him, to take him by the hand and 
show him a more excellent way, there is no hope for him. 
He will become a worthless tramp, or go back to Rome.” 


PRESSURE FROM 
THE CATHOLIC CHURCH 


The Roman Church intensely dislikes the ex-priest. 
When he repudiates his former way of life, for whatever 
reason, she attacks him from all sides, working princi- 
pally through his former associates and family. He is 
blackballed whenever possible. His character is ma- 
ligned, and at times even physical violence is resorted to 
as part of his persecution. 

Simultaneously, representatives of the Roman Church 
are in constant and forced touch with him, presenting 
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sentimental pleas and outlandishly attractive offers to 
induce him to recant and return. In his confused and 
lonely state he is vulnerable to such attack. 


It is necessary that Christ’s Mission come to the for- 
mer priest’s rescue with assurance that there are those 
who care and who are able and willing to help him 
through this serious transition period, and who can offer 
him the future security and happiness he craves. 


For seventy-five years Christ’s Mission has been aid- 
ing former priests both materially and spiritually, at- 
tempting to rehabilitate them as useful members of so- 
ciety and to open avenues for them in secular or religi- 
ous activities. These former priests belong to a select 
stratum of society spiritually, psychologically and so- 
cially. They need specialized and individual understand- 
ing and instruction. They need concentrated, constant 
personal contact. 


THE PRIEST 
AND REHABILITATION 


It is obvious that not all former priests are either in- 
terested in or fitted for the Protestant ministry. Those 
who are, Christ’s Mission has placed in seminaries or 
other Christian schools. However, with their own peculiar 
educational background, many of these former priests 
have found certain seminary courses, such as language 
and church history, almost elementary, while others are 
new. 


Oftentimes there is not so much a need for education 
as for personal contact and discussion with consecrated 
Christians. Even though a former priest exhibits the 
necessary qualifications and proper attitudes toward 
Protestant seminary training, a constructive rehabilita- 
tion program must include some period of time for indi- 
vidual instruction and personal adjustment before matric- 
ulation in a Christian training institution. The heads of 
schools likewise would rather have some of the rough 
spots eliminated from the former priest before accepting 
the responsibility of re-educating him and allowing him 
to mingle with a group foreign to his experience. 


Regardless of the future plans or capabilities of the 
former priest, the responsibility belongs to Christ’s Mis- 
sion. The adjustment period must provide for activity— 
physical, mental and spiritual. Those responsible for the 
program must ascertain the potentialities of the indi- 
vidual, screening him for any underlying deficiencies, as 
well as for outstanding qualities, which might influence 
or determine his future attainments. Such a program re- 
quires a staff member to devote his time to it and coun- 
selors specialized in various fields to operate on a regular 
schedule. 


THE HOME FOR REHABILITATION 


Attempts have been made by various former directors 
to establish some type of home or haven for former 
priests. None of these attempts were outstandingly suc- 
cessful, although Mr. O’Connor maintained such an insti- 
tution until the time of his death in 1911. A proper, 
constructive rehabilitation program was again established 
in 1952.

In view of the great need, a home for ex-priests was 
considered as essential as a home for a new-born baby. 
After much prayer and the consideration of various plans, 
God guided to the establishment of the present home, 
which has ample facilities for the ex-priests and is an 
environment that will help them achieve their rehabili- 
tation. The Mission supervises the individual who is con- 
fused at this period of his life and provides help of 
specialized men who have been elected by the Board of 
Trustees. 


In addition to supporting candidates for the ministry 
during their schooling, the Mission is committed to pro- 
viding financial assistance and occupational guidance in 
finding employment for those unfitted for the gospel 
ministry. Some are given research work on a regular 
basis within the Mission. 


These ex-priests come to us from various parts of the 
world and are given a place where they can feel at home. 
The supervisor devotes his time to helping them and giv- 
ing necessary studies in important practical subjects. 
The converted monks and priests on the staff of Christ’s 
Mission are also a real encouragement to these newcom- 
ers. The Executive Director gives them the invaluable 


aid of spiritual guidance and establishes their self- 
confidence. 


Above all, they are taught dependence on God so that 


they can face the future under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit.

The Converted Catholic magazine was first published 
in September, 1883, and sold for five cents a copy, with 
a subscription rate of fifty cents a year. It was edited by 
the founder of Christ’s Mission, James A. O’Connor, who 
saw the need of a publication that would not only declare 
the truths of the gospel but also point out the untruths 
propagated by the Roman Church. 

Mr. O’Connor continued editing the magazine for close 
to thirty years, until his untimely death in July, 1911. It 
had a wide circulation, not only in this country but 
abroad, even to the Vatican itself, as indicated above. 
O’Connor once remarked that he hoped and prayed the 
popes and cardinals themselves might also read those 
copies of his magazine and follow the example of the 
priest. 

The Converted Catholic has since gone to every one of 
the United States as well as every province in Canada and 
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all the Roman Catholic countries in the world. To Protes- 
tant missionaries in lands still under the domination of 
Rome it is a treasure house. To monasteries in remote 
lands it carries the gospel message. 


In 1955, the magazine, which had always been small, 
ranging within an inch or two of Reader’s Digest size, 
was enlarged to its present Time magazine size, thereby 
increasing its “stature” and almost doubling its contents. 
Meanwhile, the subscription list has grown until now the 
Converted Catholic has around a quarter of a million 
readers. 


This year of 1958 marks its seventy-fifth anniversary. 
And with the March issue the Converted Catholic sur- 
renders its title to become Christian Heritage magazine, 
dedicated to the task of upholding the priceless heritage 
of the gospel of Jesus Christ, the Reformation, the Amer- 
ican way of life, and the promise of life eternal.

THE BOOK DEPARTMENT 


Throughout its history, Christ’s Mission has had 
as a primary interest the dissemination of knowledge 
through the printed page. Realizing that most people 
would have only a limited opportunity to hear a con- 
verted priest speak on the subject of the Roman Catholic 
Church, the Mission has carried on a wide ministry not 
only through the circulation of the Converted Catholic 
magazine but through the sale of books and pamphlets.

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CONGRESS OF EX-PRIESTS 


It has long been recognized that the priests who come to Christ's Mission for help 
represent only a small percentage of those that break with the Roman Church. All 
too many disillusioned priests and monks leave the church as unobtrusively as possible 
and attempt to lose themselves in the general populace and start life anew in some 
distant part of the country. Many of them are bitter; some even become atheists. 
But there are a number who in their seeking do find God and enter into the expe- 
rience of true conversion. 

For a long time it has been the plan of Christ's Mission to initiate a Congress of 
ex-priests, so that these men, unique in society, can meet together for mutual benefit, 
spiritual uplift, and the exchange of ideas. The impact of such a gathering on the 
Roman Catholic constituency is inestimable. With proper publicity such a congress 
can be an eye-opener to many a Catholic kept in darkness about the ecclesiastical 
as well as lay “leakage” from his church. 





SPECIALIZED SEMINARY 


Probably one of the most effective accomplishments of Christ's Mission will be the 
creation of a specialized seminary for former Roman Catholic priests. Here special 
training onmet to their peculiar background will be imparted, and through the use 
of mental, spiritual, and physical therapy, individual rehabilitation will be effected 
more directly and within a shorter space of time. Personal readjustment will be 
achieved on the part of countless ex-priests who would otherwise only increase the 
ranks of spiritual invalids who are lost to Christianity. 

Such an academy of learning will also provide Protestant ministers with sorel 
needed information to counteract the Roman Catholic influences on their own flock 
and will enable them to speak with greater authority and power on the meaning of 
their Christian heritage. Out of this seminary can go forth many preachers, teachers, 
and educators to fill Protestant seminaries, schools, and pulpits of the nation. 








STRATEGIC CENTERS 


Since Christ's Mission is concerned particularly with the Roman Catholic Church 
and its influence, countries where this church is predominant are the special concern 
of the Mission, providing a broad mission field and a mighty challenge. The countries 
of Latin America and the Roman Catholic provinces of Canada fall easily into this 
category. Therefore the missionary interests of Christ's Mission are being channeled 
to the end that those millions of victims enslaved by the Roman Catholic system may 
see their day of liberation in the light of the gospel. 

To accomplish this Christ's Mission is considering plans to establish bases in dif- 
ferent countries, including Europe, to which priests can come for guidance and 
rehabilitation without traveling to a strange land with an alien tongue. When they 
are converted, they in turn can work among their own people, in their own language.

Indeed, there is a rather amus- 
ing instance of the change of opinion 
on the part of a Pope; that is, of opin- 
ions which he held before he was a 
Pope and afterwards rejected. Pope 
Pius II, the famous Aeneas Sylvius, 
published a statement which ran 
much as follows—I am quoting from 
Labbe and Coassart’s Councils, Tom 
12, page 1407: 

‘“‘When we were in our minority 
and not yet ordained and were with 
those persons at Basle who pretended 
that they constituted a General Coun- 
cil and represented the universal 
Church, we addressed to you a certain 
book of dialogues in which, upon the 
subject of the authority of a General 
Council and the acts of the Fathers 
of Basle and the opposition of Pope 
Eugenius, we approved or condemned 
the things which we esteemed worthy 
of approval or condemnation. 

“We thought that we were acting 
rightly and walking in the right way, 
and we had no other object at heart 
than the public advantage and the 
love of truth, for what man is there 
that does not err. We also have gone 
astray from our mother’s womb and 
we have wandered in a bypath and 
not in the true way. We have walked 
in darkness and the path is very far 
from the true light. Nor have we only 
wandered with respect to ourselves, 
but we have conducted others to the 
precipice, being blind we have led the 
blind, and have fallen with them into 
the ditch. 

“Whosoever is appointed over the 
Roman Church in conformity with 
the Canonical regulations, as soon as 
he is elected to the Holy College, at- 
tains the supreme power immediately 
from God and diffuses it according to 
order throughout the whole Church, 
and his sins are left to be punished 
by the divine judgment. If you shall 
discover anything repugnant to this 
doctrine either in our dialogues or 
epistles reject it, and consider it as 
of no weight, reject Aeneas and re- 
ceive Pius.”

Of Thee I Do Not Sing 


To the Editor: | was much inter- 
ested in your report (Action, August 
15) concerning the anniversary of 
‘“‘America.” It is a pity that the 
modern tendency is to bypass this 
national hymn for “The Star-Span- 
gled Banner” or “America the Beau- 
tiful.” 

This antipathy for “America” was 
originated by the Roman Catholics. 
I have in my possession a clipping 
from the Buffalo (N.Y.) Courier 
(1919), in which a meeting of the 
Catholic Central-Verein is said to 
have taken a strong stand against 
the singing of “America.” The au- 
thor of the resolution, Mr. Paul Pro- 
doehl, said, “The hymn, ‘America,’ is 
an imposition on the American re- 
public. Far from embodying the 
lofty sentiments expressed in the 
Declaration of Independence and in 
the genius of our Constitution, it is 
repugnant to American ideals. It is 
sung to the tune of ‘God Save the 
King,’ the British national air. It is 
a sad commentary on the patriotic 
spirit of the nation to say it has 
borrowed its national air from a 
country with which it fought two 
wars, one to secure independence 
and another to maintain it. It is also 
closely identified with ‘the land of 





Pilgrims’ pride’ which was a land 
of religious bigotry, intolerance, blue 
laws, witch burning and persecution. 
We hope that ‘The Star-Spangled 
Banner’ will become so popular as to 
make it the sole national anthem, to 
the exclusion of the misnamed hymn, 
‘America.’ ” 

From that time on the beautiful, 
God-lauding hymn written by a 
Protestant minister and first sung in 
our great evangelical Park Street 
Church, Boston, has been pilloried 
by the Romanists. It is a shame that 
many Protestants have joined with 
them to consign it to oblivion.

The Broken Wall 
of Separation 


The General Association of 
Baptists in Kentucky, at its annual 
meeting here, asked state officials to 
halt “Roman Catholic encroachments” 
on the public schools of Marion Coun- 
ty. 

A unanimously-adopted resolution 
called on Gov. A. B. Chandler and 
the State Board of Education: 


1. “To enforce the laws pro- 
hibiting sectarian religious training 
in the publie schools; 


2. “To end religious discrimina- 
tion in the public schools of Marion 
County; 


3. “To provide an efficient and 


uniform system of public schools 
within Marion County that will afford 
all the children in the county equal 
education opportunities.” 


The resolution said that “a Roman 
Catholic-dominated county school 
board in Marion County has persist- 
ently pursued policies that favor the 
(Roman) Catholic population of the 
county and that discriminate against 
the non-Catholic population.” 

The Baptists charged that a Ken- 
tucky Court of Appeals order to “Cor- 
rect abuses” had not been carried out 
by the school board. 

The resolution said the court had 
held that the Catholic religion was 
being taught in two public schools in 
the county. The schools are in the 
western part of the county which has 
a predominantly Catholic population. 

The St. Francis property, owned 
by the Catholic Church, was formerly 
a parochial school but is now rented 
to the county board of education. The 
St. Charles school is public property. 
However, the teachers in both are 
mostly garbed Catholic nuns, the 
Baptist said.

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My life was clouded with doubt until a friendly old gentleman introduced

me to his best Friend in a 


The story of my conver- 
sion begins in Chicago in Febru- 
ary, 1942. I was a Roman Catho- 
lic priest of twenty years, belong- 
ing to the order of Claretian 
Fathers, and performing my 
priestly duties at St. Francis of 
Assisi church in that city. 

Quite frequently some of our 
church people spoke admiringly 
of a friendly old gentleman who 
visited them at their homes in the 
neighborhood, advised them in 
their problems, freely helped them 
in material or spiritual ways and 
spoke to them about God and the 
happiness of serving Him. 

I could not help becoming 
interested in this friendly stran- 
ger, who it seemed to me had 
found the very thing I was look- 
ing for: a conviction and enthusi- 
asm to serve God and our fellow 
men. 

For several years I had ex- 
perienced doubt about the sound- 
ness of many of the Roman Catho- 
lic teachings, and though in ac- 
cordance with my upbringing I 
could not consciously entertain 
such doubts, they tended to re- 
appear with growing insistence. 
Eventually I found intellectual 
peace in the position that in the 
honest and sincere quest for 
truth, I was authorized by the 
Author of all truth to question 
and evaluate every step of the 
way, no matter what a body of 
theologians, human organizations, 
or church might decree. 

But I was still far from in- 
ternal peace. Thus my aroused 
curiosity in the friendly stranger 
in the neighborhood. 


BEGINNING OF THE WAY 


By cautious inquiries, I 
learned that his name was Dr. 
Pasquale DiCarlo, seventy-two 
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years cf age, a retired Presbyter- 
ian minister, and former pastor 
of St. John’s Institutional Italian 
church. I arranged a_ private 
meeting with the intention of re- 
vealing to him my personal reli- 
gious doubts and arguing theo- 
logical points that were bothering 
me. 

I met him one evening in the 
church office and after the usual 
introductory greetings I realized 
that his goodness was genuine. I 
sensed that I could trust him 
with my secret. 

After listening patiently to 
my narrative of religious doubts 
and the hungering of my heart, 
he very quietly told me: “My 
friend, you have a well-rounded 
knowledge of theology and church 
history. You know about the Lord 
Jesus Christ as much as I do. You 
seem to imply that by reasoning 





we can reach satisfactory con- 
clusions. It is a long, long process. 
You have the head knowledge, but 
I can assure you this is only the 
beginning of the way. What you 
now need most is not argumenta- 
tions about different themes of 
the Christian faith. You need to 
meet your Saviour tonight.” 

I was dumbfounded when I 
heard such words. Meet my 
Saviour tonight! Instantly I

thought: “I have come to the 
wrong place. This is another one 
of those Protestant stupidities.” 
And I steeled myself against the 
assault. 

But Dr. DiCarlo rose from his 
chair and quietly said: “Let me 
pray.” 

Then, kneeling down facing 
the office desk, he opened his heart 
in humble prayer to the Lord 
Jesus, his invisible Friend. It was 
not a memorized or standardized 
form of prayer; it was a flowing 
expression of his heart, pleading 
with his Friend and Master that 
He open my eyes that I might see; 
that He give me a sense of my 
need of Him and of His love for 
me. He prayed in an even voice, 
conversing humbly with the Lord 
Jesus for almost half an hour, 
oblivious of my presence. I re- 
mained seated in my chair. 


I MEET MY SAVIOUR 
What was happening to 
me? First, a rebellious refusal to 
listen to any pious talk, as I 
thought. But soon afterwards, as 
I could not help listening, a 
thought came flashing through my 
mind, ‘‘How sincere this man 
sounds!” 
After a few more minutes a 
new light dawned on me as to 
how much I needed that Jesus, to 
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whom he was talking, pleading 
for me to let Him guide and lead 
me. A deep sense of my unworthi- 
ness and sins followed, and a new- 
born desire to trust Jesus truly 
and give my life to Him. 


Then I could feel the burden of 
my past being lifted and a new 
peace and joy descending upon 
me. I felt then that Jesus was 
very close by, and exceedingly 
appealing. When Dr. DiCarlo rose 
and looked at me, he saw that 
tears of joy were quietly falling 
from my eyes, and said to me, 
“You have met the Master to- 
night.” 


In following visits to this 
wonderful gentleman I learned, 
with new insight, to take Jesus 
at His Word when He said: 


“No man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me.” (John 14:6) 

“IT and my Father are one.” 
(John 10:30) 

“Where two or three are 
gathered together in my name, 
there am I in the midst of them.”

I was born in Dunmore, 
Pennsylvania, on May 5, 1914, 
of parents who were then both 
Roman Catholics. During my 
childhood, I attended public 
schools until I was awarded a 
scholarship to the University of 
Scranton, which is staffed by the 
Jesuits. At the end of two years, 
I was selected by Bishop O'Reilly 
as a prospective candidate to the 
priesthood and was consequently 
sent to St. Mary’s University, 
Baltimore, Maryland, where I 
matriculated in philosophy. 

In 1936 I received a scholar- 
ship to the International Univer- 
sity of Genoa, Italy. It was there 
that I was initiated into the many 
branches of Roman Catholic 


theology and was finally, on the 
memorable day of May 19, 1940, 
ordained as a priest by the Auxili- 
ary Bishop in Genoa. 

During the four years I spent 
in Italy, 


I entertained many 
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doubts about the essential doc- 
trines of Romanism. Repeatedly I 
asked my professors to justify on 
Scriptural grounds such Roman 
Catholic tenets as the mass, pur- 
gatory, and private auricular con- 
fession. But to my deep disap- 
pointment, I could get no satis- 
factory answer. Moreover, to en- 
tertain such doubts was consider- 
ed a mortal sin which therefore 
had to be immediately confessed. 
The confessor for his part 
would not resolve my doubts. On 
the contrary, he gave me a choice: 
either to give up all doubts (as a 
temptation of the devil), or to be 
publicly denounced as a heretic. 
For the time being, I chose the 
former course of action. 
Following my return to the 
United States, I served for eight 
years in the Roman Catholic 
Church, in many capacities. These 
were years of mere routine, and 
I carried on my duties in just a 








terian minister. 

Some eight years of work 
among the Spanish-speaking peo- 
ple in New Mexico were thrilling 
years. This was followed by a 
pastorate in Nebraska. 

In July, 1956, our wonderful 
Lord led me to serve Him through 
the ministry of Christ’s Mission 
at Dugan Center, the new re- 
habilitation center for former 
priests. It is my prayer that I 
may be privileged to help many 
of my former associates to be es- 
tablished in the faith of Jesus 
Christ through this program and 
by a personal encounter with 
their Master and Lord. a

perfunctory way. Gradually I be- 
came convinced that I had been 
caught in a web of legalism and 
formalism. During these eight 
years of sheer drudgery, I went 
over again all that I had studied 
before. I carefully searched the 
Scriptures and asked God for 
guidance and spiritual enlighten- 
ment. 

God was good to me, for in the 

very first year I discovered a 
verse which gave me the clue to 
what I was seeking: 
“If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness.” (1 John 
1:9) 

Already I had arrived at the 
following conclusions: that no 
grace of forgiveness was obtained 
through private auricular confes- 
sion; that the confessional box 
was simply an excuse for perpet- 
uating sinful habits; that it could 
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never make up for the lack of 
true repentance; and that it ren- 
dered the commission of sin easy. 


THE TURNING POINT 


Once that breach in my 
allegiance to the Roman Catholic 
Church was opened, the gap be- 
came increasingly wider, so that 
at long last I found that my con- 
victions were definitely at vari- 
ance with the system I represent- 
ed. I realized then that I had to 
make one of two moves: either 
remain in the Roman Catholic 
priesthood and continue to be a 
hypocrite, or get out! 

I found the decision extremely 


hard. It involved much mental 
anguish and soul struggle; it 
meant giving up a position of 
security, prestige, and authority; 
it meant straining family relation- 
ships and friendships. But at the 
same time it meant taking Christ 
literally at His Word, when He 
said: 


“He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of 
me.” (Matt. 10:37) 


In July of 1948 God Himself 
in His divine providence directed 
the next step in the course of my 
life. It was through the instru- 
mentality of Christ’s Mission that

Born of Roman Catholic 
parents in Europe, I began my 
life on a farm in Austria in the 
year 1892. 

During my boyhood, I early 
began to ponder the meaning of 
life and the prospect of life 
throughout eternity. How did I 
fit in and where should I spend 
eternity? I wanted to know God, 
but how to approach Him I did 
not know. 

After my college years, I 
studied for the priesthood in 
Switzerland, then spent sever- 
al years of chaplain service in 
the Austrian army, followed by 
law pursuits and the teaching of 
history and religion as a priest. 

Two memorable incidents 
deeply affected me at the time but 
failed to alter the course of my 
life: 

While serving with the Aus- 
trian army late in the Fall of 
1915, my men and I moved up to 
the Russian front. We were 
located inside a huge cave in the 
side of the mountain. Suddenly, 
both armies began heavy cannon 
fire, and without warning we 
were all buried alive. For the 
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first time in my life I prayed to 
God from my heart. For eight 
days I cried out to God. 

Hungry, thirsty, desperate, 
yet somehow I believed to the 
last that God would set me free. 
My faith grew until it seemed I 
could move a mountain—that 
mountain, and God did reveal our 
location to a rescue party. Of one 
hundred thirty men buried there, 
only one Christian boy and I were 
found alive. It was good to be 
closer to God. 

The second time God inter- 
vened in sparing my life in a 
dramatic way was after the war 
when three desperate bandits 
brought me near death’s door, 
intending to sell my clothing at 
the cost of my life. As one of them 
approached me with his murder- 
ous knife I prayed, “My Lord and 
my God!” 

He suddenly stopped, threw 
down his knife, and said, “I have 
killed many men but I cannot kill 
this man.” Again God’s mercy 
was real. 

With my coming to America 
came success, and my election and 
consecration as Bishop in the Old 


I made peace with God and my 
conscience, and that I was enabl- 
ed to fill the hiatus between my 
inner convictions and the outward 
manifestation of my convictions. 
I was given back a dignity and 
a function in life, along with the 
ineffable satisfaction of being con- 
sistent with my credo. Since that 
time, I have experienced a peace 
and a happiness that surpass all 
understanding. 

These are the wonders that 
God has worked for me. God give 
me strength and courage that I 
may make many others share 
with me in the riches of His 
grace. e

MY FATEFUL DECISION 


Years of prosperity and 
social and religious elevation 
filled my head with knowledge, 
experience and haughtiness. This 
also emptied my heart. I was not 
going forward, but backward; not 
upward, but downward. Finally, 
my better judgment prevailed, 
and the desire to seek Christ and 
His way reawakened. Religious 
corruption disillusioned me, false 
brethren discouraged me, but God 
helped me. 

I resigned the office of Bishop. 
I lost all my property. My home 
was looted, and I was stripped 
of all my possessions. I was un- 
justly persecuted. Then a near 
fatal illness seized me, and once 
again my soul came face to face 
with eternity. 

I was a Christian in name 
only. Many times I read and re- 
read the Lord’s words to Nico- 
demus, “Ye must be born again,” 
yet did not comprehend their 
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meaning. At one time I thought 
I had been born again, but it was 
not a reality. It was not a reality 
because I continued to live the 
life of a worldly man. I did not 
have the Spirit of Christ abiding 
in me. I acknowledged the truth 
to the best of my understanding, 
but was not fully assured con- 
cerning it. | had some under- 
standing of faith, but it was not 
saving faith. I could instruct 
others, but was incapable of obey- 
ing my own instructions. 

In April, 1947, I became 
deathly ill. My condition was 
diagnosed as cancer and my 
famiiy was told that I could not 
survive for more than_ three 
months. Upon hearing of my 


hopeless condition, I decided to 
place the whole matter in the 
hands of the Lord. It was now or 
not at all. 

One day following, I was read- 
ing Psalm 51 and silently pray- 
ing to God. Somehow I looked to 
Calvary and saw Christ dying for 
my many sins. The Holy Spirit 
moved upon me. I confessed my 
sins in deep repentance to God. 
Then a great silence surrounded 
me, and I sensed a mighty power 
from above. That power was 
Christ. I was truly born of the 
Holy Spirit! My old nature was 
changed and I became a new man! 
God in His great love did even 
more, and I was miraculously 
healed. My search was ended, my

settled. I was the Lord’s, and He 
was mine! 

What a thrill to know His 
peace and presence, to walk with 
Him and know He is guiding my 
life. Yes, many wasted years, but 
now only glory awaits.

to see the truth and that you may 
be saved from death. And when 
we meet again, may we have the 
same true faith. I can tell you 
with joy in my heart that I have 
found the only true Saviour from 
sin and all evil, Jesus Christ.” 

Orlando Santiago went to the 
airport to see Amelia off on the 
Fatima plane. He observed how 
the statue was placed reverently 
in a front seat of the plane. “She 
is going to be in ‘good’ company,” 
he said to himself as he saw two 
priests enter, followed by a nun. 

m “She is delayed in com- 
ing,” said the airport official at 
Andorra. “I must contact Osuna 
to find out the reason why.” The 
multitude assembled at the air- 
port began to be restless. The 
priest in charge of the reception 
followed the official to the tele- 
phone. 

“Yes,” said the voice from Osu- 
na airport. “The plane left two 
hours ago.” The Padre with vis- 
ible agitation whispered to the 
official: “If any accident has hap- 
pened please tell them to keep the 
news away from the press.” 

® “Orlando! Something has 
happened to the Fatima plane!” 
It was his friend Carlos Moreno, 
who had hurried to inform Or- 
lando and had found him home 
from school for lunch. 
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“Let us immediately get a pair 
of horses and try to reach the 
place where the crash may have 
occurred,” Orlando said, hurrying 
to get his riding outfit on. 

Soon the two friends were 
galloping toward the Capote 
mountain, taking the trail which 
surrounded the hill toward the 
northwest. Other horseriders who 
had heard the bad news followed 
them. On the other side of Capote 
they met a man who came run- 
ning toward them. 

“T saw a plane crash on the 
Negro mountain!” he said.

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THE PURPLE AND SCARLET 


Among the many notable 
things to be mentioned in connec- 
tion with the above quotation 
from the New Testament is the 
fact that, while learned and de- 
vout commentators among Prot- 
estants agree in asserting that 
this “‘harlot clothed round about 
with purple and scarlet” is none 
other than the Roman Catholic 
Church, the verses are taken 
from the “Douay” version! 


Thus Rome publishes the 
anathema which curses herself! 
This is caused by judicial blind- 
ness, for this church which, with 
atrocious and _ presumptuous 
treason to God’s Word, has dared 
to blot out the second command- 
ment of the decalogue because it 
prohibited the making of “any 
graven image, or any likeness... 
Thou shalt not bow down thyself 
to them,” would not hesitate to 
again blot out and alter whole 
chapters of the Apocalypse if she 
saw that which thousands of 
keen Protestant eyes so plainly 
see. 


The angel explains to the be- 
loved Apostle John in verse 9 
that “the seven heads are seven 
mountains, upon which the wo- 
man sitteth.” Everyone knows 
that Rome is built on seven hills. 
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“Come, I will show thee the condemnation of the great 
harlot, who sitteth upon many waters, with whom the kings 
of the earth have committed fornication; and they who inhabit 
the earth, have been made drunk with the wine of her whore- 
dom. And he took me away in spirit into the desert. And I 
saw a woman sitting upon a scarlet colored beast, full of names 
of blasphemy, having seven heads and ten horns. And the 
woman was clothed round about with purple and scarlet, and 
gilt with gold, and precious stones and pearls, having a golden 
cup in her hand full of the abomination and filthiness of her 
fornication. And on her forehead a name was written: a 
mystery: Babylon the great, the mother of the fornications 
and the abominations of the earth. And I saw the woman drunk 
with the blood of the saints and with the blood of the martyrs 


of Jesus.” (APOC. 17:1-6) 


The angel further explains in 
verse 18, “And the woman which 
thou sawest, is the great city 
which hath kingdom over the 
kings of the earth.” 

A Roman Catholic writer 
claims that this city is Pagan 
Rome, which under the imperial 
rule of the Caesars, (a) literally 
“sat upon many waters” or was 
upborne by many nations of the 
earth, as the angel explains in 
17:15: “The waters which thou 
sawest, where the harlot sitteth, 
are peoples, and nations, and 
tongues;” (b) and that Pagan 
Rome was “drunk with the blood 
of the saints and with the blood 
of the martyrs of Jesus.” 

All this is true of Pagan 
Rome, yet it is certain that the 
fullest and only satisfactory in- 
terpretation of the symbolical 
“purple and scarlet woman” is 
alone applicable to the Roman 
Catholic Church and for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


1. Spiritually speaking, Pa- 
gan Rome could not have 
been a “harlot” since then 
there was no alliance be- 
tween the feeble Christian 
Church and the _ world- 
power, and as surrounding 
nations were pagan like 


herself, Pagan Rome had 
no mission to seduce those 
to be idolaters who were 
such already. On the con- 
trary, Pagan Rome was 
pleased to place in her 
“Pantheon” the idols of all 
conquered nations in token 
of her toleration. 


2. After Rome became nomi- 
naily Christian, the church, 
like the Caesars lusting for 
power, continued to sit 
upon the “waters of peo- 
ples, and nations, and 
tongues.” In other words, 
the “eternal city” ani- 
mated and controlled by 
an ecclesiastical system 
equally imperial with that 
of the old Emperors, 
spread herself with grasp- 
ing ambition throughout 
the area of the old Roman 
Empire. 


3. The angel explains in verse 
9 that the seven heads of 
the “beast” which “‘are sev- 
en mountains,” also “are 
seven kings.” Many have 
supposed that these “seven 
kings” are seven forms of 
government, but for our 
argument it is not neces- 
sary to determine the 
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truth of this. The only im- 
portant thing now to notice 
is the fact prophesied that 
the last king of the series 
“is the eighth and is of the 
seven, and goeth into de- 
struction.” 


What this destruction is and 
when it shall occur is evident 
from Chapter 19 where we are 
taught that the “beast” with 
“seven heads and ten horns” shall 
not be destroyed until the glori- 
ous and personal Second Coming 
of Jesus the Christ. Therefore, 
the “purple and scarlet woman”’ 
must now be in existence since 
this “woman” is to be destroyed 
by the ten confederate kings 
toward the end of this age. Evi- 
dently, from Chapter 19, this 
destruction will take place just 
prior to their own destruction at 
the appearing of the “King of 
Kings and Lord of Lords.” 

Does not the True, Virgin, 
White Bride still wait and pray 
for the Coming of the Bride- 
groom? Then the purple and 
scarlet coated “woman” false to 
her Lord must also now be in 
existence, and therefore, it is the 
Roman Catholic Church, and not 
Pagan Rome, which is the “har- 
lot” enticing the nations into 
spiritual wickedness, and which 
shall finally be destroyed by the 
very “beast” that now carries 
her. 

POMP AND GLITTER 


4. What does the reader need 
further to convince him? 
Does he ask that God by 
His providence shall so or- 
der it that the Papal 
Church shall clothe herself 
in two distinctive colors 
diverse from those which 
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prevail in other societies 
or institutions of Christen- 
dom? The color used by 
the Church of Rome to 
symbolize its sorrow as on 
the occasion of death and 
funerals is “purple” and 
not black. The color it uses 
to symbolize joy and tri- 
umph is “scarlet.” 


Albert Barnes, speaking of 

this very thing, uses this lan- 
guage: 
“TI caused this inquiry to be made 
of an intelligent gentleman who 
had passed much time at Rome, 
‘What would strike a stranger on 
visiting Rome, or what would be 
likely particularly to arrest his 
attention as remarkable there?’ 
and he unhesitatingly replied, 
‘The scarlet color. It is the color 
of the dress of the Cardinals— 
their hats and cloaks and stock- 
ings being always of this color. 
It is the color of the carriages of 
the Cardinals, the entire body of 
the carriage being scarlet, and 
the trappings of the horses the 
same. On occasion of public festi- 
vals and processions, scarlet is 
suspended from the windows of 
the houses along which proces- 
sions pass. The inner color of the 
cloak of the Pope is scarlet and 
no one can take a picture of 
Rome without seeing that this 
color is predominant.’ ” 

At a time of mourning the 
color of purple predominates over 
the scene, but on festive days, 
scarlet meets the eye in all direc- 
tions. The pen of inspiration in 
Chapter 17:4 has written, “And 
the woman was clothed round 
about with purple and scarlet.” 


5. In Ezekiel 16, Jerusalem 
is described as “playing 








the harlot” by hiding the 
poverty of an interior re- 
pulsiveness by a_ surface 
adornment of “garments 
of divers colors” and “fair 
jewels of my gold and of 
my silver which I (the 
Lord) had given thee.” 


The “harlot” of Rome is 
charged with doing the same in 
these words: “clothed with gilt, 
with gold, and precious stones 
and pearls.” 

The hundreds of Papal 
Churches in Rome and through- 
out Europe are ablaze with illu- 
minated paintings, statuary with 
votive candles, silver, gold, pre- 
cious stones and lighted candles at 
their altars with gorgeous vest- 
ments of ecclesiastics. At Rome 
can be seen the “Pope’s Treas- 
ury,” and only a connoisseur in 
objects of art and beauty can fitly 
describe the gifts of the kings of 
the earth for ages of gold, pre- 
cious stones and vestments, and 
innumerable treasures which it 
holds. 

Such are Roman Catholic 
churches in all lands, according 
to their wealth. A sensuous ritual 
is employed with fine music, in- 
cense, glitter, and external show 
and pomp to dazzle, and seduce, 
and then enslave the carnal souls 
of unregenerate men. 


THE GOLDEN CUP 
6. In verse 4 the description 
of the harlot church is con- 
tinued in these words, 
“having a golden cup in 
her hand, full of the abomi- 
nation and filthiness of her 
fornication.” The arrogan- 
cy, infatuation and blind- 
ness of the Papacy in 
continuing in existence the 
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features of the corrupt 
woman portrayed in Chap- 
ter 17, to which your at- 
tention is called, is amaz- 
ing, but what can be said 
of the fact that the Roman 
Church centuries ago had 
struck off a medal bearing 
upon its face the likeness 
of one of its Popes, and on 
its reverse side, the image 
of a woman seated, with 
her head radiating light, 
holding in her left hand a 
tall cross, and in her right 
a cup which she is offering 
those thirsty for her in- 
toxicating beverage. As 
you look at the picture of 
this medal, let your aston- 
ished heart exclaim with 
the commentator, ‘“Apos- 
tate churches, and guilty 
nations, often furnish the 
very proofs necessary to 
confirm the truth of the 
Scriptures.” 


Do you ask how the Papacy 
could be so insane as to issue this 
medal so damaging to itself? The 
medal was struck off in an age 
when the Bible was not generally 
read, especially (it would seem) 
the book of the Apocalypse. 

It is said that the Reformers 
in the way of argument referred 
to the existence of the medal, and 
that Rome in alarm made effort 
to destroy the entire issue. Rome 
is quick enough to deny and con- 
ceal all facts which injure her, as 
soon as she is aware of her self- 
inflicted wounds. 

For example, when the Pope 
and his Court heard that on the 
24th of August, 1572, thousands 
of French Protestants were 
slaughtered (on the eve of St. 
Bartholomew) they were filled 
with savage joy and it was or- 
dered that a medal should be 
struck off to commemorate the 
event. Now, however, this well 
authenticated fact is denied by 
the Papacy. The issue of both 
medals belongs to the realm of 
historical facts which cannot be 
gainsaid. There, on the reverse 
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side of one of these medals, 
stands the woman extending to 
the nations the cup of sinful 
pleasure. 


NAMES OF BLASPHEMY 


7. A seventh reason why we 
believe that the “purple 
and scarlet” woman is the 
Papal Church is the fact 
that she is described in the 
Apocalypse as being “full 
of names of blasphemy” 
(chapter 17:3). This 
agrees with II Thess. 2:4 
where the Apostle, speak- 
ing of “the man of sin,” 
the “son of perdition,”’ 
describes him as one “who 
opposeth and is_ lifted 
up above all that is called 
God or that is worshipped, 
so that he sitteth in the 
temple of God, showing 
himself as if he were God.” 


The crime here charged, which 
fidelity to the facts of history 
constrains us to charge upon the 
Papacy, is that of assuming for 
herself titles, attributes and per- 
fections which belong alone to 
God, 

Our Saviour taught His dis- 
ciples to pray to God alone, in 
saying, “Our Father who art in 
heaven,” and He most strictly en- 
joins in Matthew 23:9 (Douay 
version), “Call none your father 
upon earth: for one is your 
father, who is in heaven.” Yet 
with insulting blasphemy, the 
Roman Catholic Church calls its 
usurping head on earth the Pope, 
or papa, the equivalent of father ; 
and every parish priest is ad- 
dressed always as “father.” 
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Here is a list of some of the 
assumptions of divine titles or 
divine power claimed for the 
Pope by his adherents: “Our 
Lord God the Pope; another God 
upon earth; King of Kings and 
Lord of Lords. The same is the 
dominion of God and the Pope. 
To believe that our Lord God the 
Pope might not decree as he de- 
creed is heresy. The power of the 
Pope is greater than all created 
power, and extends itself to 
things celestial, terrestrial and 
infernal. The Pope doeth what- 
soever he listeth, even things un- 
lawful, and is more than God.” 


This blasphemous language of 
the Papal Church has always 
been equaled by the arrogant ac- 
tions of the Popes when the 
power was at their command. 
Pope Gregory VII made Henry IV 
wait barefoot, in the cold, long at 
his gate before granting him ‘‘ab- 
solution.” 


Pope Alexander III trod upon 
the neck of Alexander I. Pope 
Celestian kicked off the imperial 
crown of Henry VI. Whole na- 
tions were laid under the ban or 
interdict of this self-styled vice- 
gerent of God. 

Liguori, a high authority at 
Rome now canonized as a saint, 
when speaking of the functions 
of a priest asserts, “He is the 
mediator between God and men: 
a creator of his Creator (prob- 
ably speaking of the actions in 
the Mass), a god on earth,” and 
he quotes with approval this sen- 
tence from the writings of Pope 
Innocent III: “Indeed it is not 
too much to say in view of the 
sublimity of their offices the 
priests are so many gods.” 


The Papal Church is so “full 
of blasphemy” that we have no 
room for all the shocking details. 
The Virgin Mary is spoken of as 
the “Mother of God,” as “immac- 
ulate,” and like Jesus in being 
“conceived without sin”; and the 
Pope by a decree of the late Vati- 
can Council is made like God 
himself, by being declared “infal- 
lible.” Yes, the Roman Church is 
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“full of names of blasphemy.” Is 
she not the “harlot” clothed in 
“purple and scarlet?” 


MYSTERY OF INIQUITY 


8. The eighth proof is found 
in the words, “And on her 
forehead a name was writ- 
ten: A Mystery: Babylon 
the Great, the mother of 
the fornications and the 
abominations of the 
earth.” This paraphrased 
would read, To the eye 
gazing at the adulterous 
church will be seen 
stamped as it were con- 
spicuously upon her fore- 
head the word “Babylon,” 


concerning which the only - 


“mystery” to be noticed is 
the satanic revival in 
modern times in the city 
and Church of Rome, of 
the worldly grandeur, self- 
indulgent luxury, the 
heaven-defying _ idolatry, 
and God-defying pride of 
power and tyrannical and 
enslaving rulership which 
made ancient Babylon the 
enemy of God and friend 
of the devil. 

The Papal Church is called 
not Great Babylon, but “Babylon 
the Great,” thus signifying that 
modern “Babylon” is much more 
wicked and on a more colossal 
scale than was the first Babylon. 

It is not pleasant for people 
who call themselves Christians 
to bear the epithet idolatrous: 
nevertheless we ask, what is the 
adoration of the saints, what is 
Mariolatry, what is the bowing 
of the soul and body to pictures 
and images in churches, what is 
the vain imagination that the 
recitation of a Latin formula 
changes bread into the flesh and 
wine into the blood of Jesus 
(hrist our Lord? 

What is the worship of the 
mass but idolatry, akin to that 
which is practiced by heathen na- 
tions? By applying the test as 
given by the Lord Jesus in Matt. 
7:20, “By their fruits you shall 
know them,” who does not know 
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that the virtues of Protestant 
communities far exceed those of 
the Roman Catholic? 

Who does not know that Prot- 
estant cantons, provinces and 
countries, together with wards of 
cities, are of far higher civiliza- 
tion and morals than contiguous 
ones if Roman Catholic? Who 
does not observe that when a na- 
tion or a city is under the rule of 
a political party largely con- 
trolled by the Roman Catholic 
Church, there, as a matter of 
course, fraud, thieving, violence, 
and vice flourish? How many liq- 
uor saloon-keepers are Roman 
Catholics? Does not everyone 
know that the majority of the ar- 
rests by the police, and the in- 
mates of the jails, penitentiaries 
and prisons are Roman Catholics? 
Are these accidents or the evil 
fruit of an evil tree? 

Another damaging fact is to 
be recorded of the Papal Church. 
The farther this church is re- 
moved from the most evangelical 
Protestant countries, the more de- 
graded is the church and vicious 
the people among which it has 


Why are American Catholics 
not sunken so low in the scale of 
being as their brethren at Rome? 
Simply because they live in an 
enlightened Protestant country 
where the evangelical churches 
present them with a standard of 
religion and morals, which, 
though lower than it ought to be, 
is yet the highest on earth. To 
that standard the Roman Catho- 
lic Church in America must ap- 
proach, and at least attempt to 
conceal its ugly sores.

It was with some appre- 
hension that I landed at Cobh, 
Ireland, last November. I fully 
realized that I was literally walk- 
ing into the lion’s den. Many of 
the passengers of the America, 
on which I had crossed, were well 
aware of my identity. There were 
two priests aboard, in the upper 
class accommodations, who were 
also landing in Ireland, and they 
knew of me and of our work. 
However, trusting in the Lord 
and committing all things into 
His hands, I set ashore. 

My first difficulty came with 
the Irish Customs. I had brought 
nearly two thousand copies of 
the CONVERTED CATHOLIC maga- 
zine to Ireland with me. I had 
been told that the Roman Catholic 
officials would confiscate them, if 
they discovered them. Hence, I 
was much concerned until I learn- 
ed that I could put them into a 
bonded railroad car, and ship 
them in the sealed car directly 
to Belfast. This I did, and in the 
days to come hundreds of Protes- 
tants in Northern Ireland were 
blessing me because they had the 
opportunity of reading, and com- 
ing to know of, our splendid 
magazine. 

As I traveled through South- 
ern, or Roman Catholic, Ire- 
land to Dublin, where I was 
scheduled to speak, I could not 
fail to note the extreme poverty 
of the people. I was constantly 
reminded, by the evidence of my 
own sight, that wherever Rome 
becomes the dominant power, 
poverty, ignorance and filth are 
the lot of the common people. 
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Our meetings in Dublin, under 
the auspices of the Irish Church 
Missions, were well attended. As 
a matter of fact, it was necessary 
to remove the shutters that sepa- 
rate the church building from 
the chapel. This was the first time 
that such had been the case in 
twenty years. 

The people, who stand as 
a small body of born-again Chris- 
tians against all of the powers of 
the Roman Catholic Church, felt 
greatly strengthened and _ en- 
couraged. It made them feel that 
all was not lost to Rome. After 
preaching for three nights in 
Dublin, I continued north to Bel- 
fast, where I was to make my 
headquarters for the next four 
weeks. 


Warm Response 


Although one is_ hardly 
aware of when the train is cross- 
ing the border between Catholic 
Southern Ireland and Protestant 
Northern Ireland, the change in 
the scenery is marked. Whereas 
the homes, the land, the people of 
Southern Ireland all show the 
effects of hundreds of years of Ro- 
man Catholic power by their pov- 
erty-stricken condition, the peo- 
ple, farms, and towns of Northern 
Ireland show the freedom, pros- 
perity, and healthful living that 
come from living under the Gospel 
of Christ. The change from the 
extreme poverty of Catholic Ire- 
land to the prosperous condition 
of Protestant Ireland was so 
marked that I could scarcely be- 
lieve the evidence of my eyes.

whose auspices I was to preach 
in Protestant Ulster, met me 
at the train. His Christian 
welcome warmed my heart and 
made me forget the uncomfort- 
able coldness of the climate in 
November. His welcome was more 
than augmented by the gracious 
hospitality extended to me by a 
wonderful Christian family, the 
David T. Drennans, whose home 
I was to make my own during 
the next month. 

The Evangelical Protestant 
Society, of which Mr. Porter is 
secretary, had arranged a most 
strenuous schedule, which took 
me to every part of Northern Ire- 
land. I preached in churches, 
meeting halls, town halls, and 
schools. With two exceptions, the 
meetings were packed. Our meet- 
ings in Wellington Hall, Belfast, 
were especially encouraging. Each 
night the crowd increased, and 
likewise the offering. 


Our meetings outside Belfast 
were not without excitement. 
The IRA _ (Irish Republican 
Army), a bunch of Roman Catho- 
lic terrorists who aim to force 
Protestant Ireland to submit to 
Roman Catholic Ireland, were 
very active during my stay, and 
every night we were stopped, at 
least several times, by members 
of the Protestant loyal policemen, 
in car checks. Mr. Porter is so 
well known as a loyal Protestant 
and a friend of the police that 
Wwe were graciously treated upon 
proper identification. However, 
my heart was heavy when I real- 
ized that misguided citizens of the 
U.S.A. are helping the IRA to

intimidate the Christians of 
Northern Ireland and to bring 
them under the insidious rule of 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 


Compromise vs. Consecration 


We were in our greatest 
danger from Roman Catholic 
hostility the night that I spoke 
in Londonderry. Our meeting was 
held in the historic Apprentice 
Boys Hall. Since the hall is dedi- 
cated to the memory of some 
twenty men who held off the Ro- 
man Catholic army of James II 
and saved the city for Protestant- 
ism, this background, coupled 
with my background as a former 
Roman Catholic friar, threatened 
to bring about some unpleasant- 
ness. However, the Lord was with 
us and truly blessed our meeting. 

A great apathy has taken 
hold of many of the Protestant 
ministers of Northern Ireland. 
It is found not only among the 
liberal ministers, but even among 
the conservative Christians. They 
have forgotten that their ances- 
tors had to pour out their life’s 
blood in defense of the Gospel. 
They have forgotten that Rome 
never changes, that today she is 
just as determined to subject all 
men to her sway as she was in the 
time of the Reformation. Many of 
them believe that you can make a 








deal with Rome. They have in 
many cases compromised Christ 
for the privilege of being left 
alone in their comfort and securi- 
ty. 

However, there is a_ small 
group of consecrated Christians 
who hold fast to the faith once 
delivered to the saints, who keep 
the truth of the Gospel alive, and 
who sacrifice themselves in 


could tell, and possibly 
future articles. 

Meanwhile, we must be 
prayerful, remembering those of 
our brethren in the Faith who 
resist Rome with everything, in- 
cluding even their lives. 

It was a good thing that I had 
been strengthened by the witness 
of our brethren in Ireland, be- 
cause my heart was _ sorely 
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spreading the good news of His 
redemption on Calvary. To this 
group the entire Christian world 
must look with pride. They have 
in many cases even sacrificed 
their livelihood that Christ might 
prevail. Roman Catholic bishops 
and priests in Ireland constantly 
encourage the use of an economic 
boycott against those who resist 
them, and many Christians have 
been reduced to beggary as a re- 
sult. There are several stories I 


troubled by the defection of many 
to the Church of Rome in 
England, and by the increasing 
power of the prelates in that Isle. 
Although there are only three 
million Catholics in England, they 
are well on the way to ruling that 
country. But that is another story.

and all who are complete in Him 
are accepted of God. 

I am not a priest any more 
than any one of you believers. 
“You are a royal priesthood” is 
said to all those who believe in 
Christ. It is your privilege to be 
priests of the new covenant, 
bringing sacrifices to God, not for 
sins, but sacrifices of gratitude 
acceptable to Christ. 

However, a man may be a 
Protestant and hold all truths 
which are here indicated ; but that 
will not save him. His heart must 
be given to Christ. “With the 


heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness.” 
Take Jesus as your one only 
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Saviour, your High Priest, with 
His righteousness imputed to you, 
and you shall be accepted to the 
glory of God’s grace. 

There is a sweet verse in the 
epistle to the Romans that might 
be called the biography of a saved 
soul: “But now, being made free 
from sin, and become servants of 
God, ye have your fruit unto holi- 
ness, and the end everlasting 
life.”” These are the four chapters 
of the biography: 

“Made free from sin”; that 
is justification. Then I become 
a servant of God; now I am His; 
He saved me; I am joined with 
Christ; I have to honor Him and 
to serve Him. This is consecra- 
tion unto holiness, as it is writ- 

n: “Be ye holy, for I am holy.” 

The believer in Christ con- 


stantly tries to bring forth fruit 
unto holiness. 

The fourth and closing chap- 
ter of the biography is: “And 
the end everlasting life’: life 
in heaven, life with the angels, 
life with Christ, life with the de- 
parted saints; a holy life, a happy 
and eternal life. That is glorifica- 
tion. 

God has linked all these things 
together: whom He loves, He 
loves to the end. 

In order to get this life the 
sinner has to believe in Jesus, to 
trust in Jesus, the only Saviour, 
“by whom we have redemption 
through His blood.” 

The great mystery of salva- 
tion begins with love and pardon 
and is perfected in glory. “By 
grace ye are saved through faith,” 
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Fifty Years in the Church of Rome 


by Charles Chiniquy (Christ’s 
Mission Book Dept., c. 1885; 472 
pp., $3.75.) 


The Protestant Reforma- 
tion—born centuries ago, so 
to speak, in a lowly manger 
amidst the corruption of the 
stable that is Rome—has not 
yet run it course. 


It is as pertinent today as it 
was in 1500. In fact, as long as 
Roman Catholicism continues to 
confuse the temporal with the 
spiritual, and to substitute tradi- 
tion for the Scriptures, penance 
for repentance, ritual for wor- 
ship, rote for prayer, external 
symbolism for internal regenera- 
tion—as long as she defies the 
human and desecrates the divine, 
worships Mary and_ disobeys 
Mary’s Son—as long as she arro- 
gates to herself the exclusive cus- 
tody of truth and persecutes all 
those who in good conscience op- 
pose her pretences and her cor- 
ruption—as long as Romanism 
continues to be Romish—so long 
will Protestants continue to pro- 
test. 

And in order to acquire the true 
perspective—to see the problem 
“steadily and see it whole’’—they 
will need the clear insight provid- 
ed by books such as this one by 
Charles Chiniquy. The author, 
now deceased, was a Nineteenth 
Century Protestant reformer on 
the American continent, who was 
raised in the Roman Catholic 
tradition, studied for the Catholic 
priesthood, and spent twenty-five 
years in the ministry of Rome 
before struggling through to the 
light which in an earlier genera- 
tion had flooded Luther, Calvin 
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and Melancthon, and which con- 
tinues through this Twentieth 
Century to emanate from the 
Word of God and to guide be- 
nighted souls from popish sub- 
servience to Protestant liberty, 
from a bondage of fear to re- 
demption in Christ. 

Father Chiniquy’s autobiog- 
raphy, FIFTY YEARS IN THE 
CHURCH OF ROME, is timeless. It 
is a message to this generation of 
the 1950’s. It is light and back- 
ground for Christians who today 
are observing with alarm the Ro- 
man Catholic persecution of 
Evangelicals in Colombia, Spain 
and Italy; who are aware of the 
tremendous surge of _ political 
power enjoyed by Romanists in 
Canada and Latin America; who 
see the frightening encroach- 
ments of Catholicism in American 
public education, as well as in the 
press and in government; and 
who are beginning to recognize 
the Church of Rome for what she 
really is. 


Roman Catholicism, it must be 
emphasized, is not merely an 
American religion. As such it 
would not be so dangerous. It 
is also a foreign and subversive 
ideology. It has tried to propagate 
Christianity through the medium 
of political activity and in the 
process has lost sight of the 
Christian Gospel. Religion has 
been swallowed up in ecclesiasti- 
cism. Faith has yielded to blind 
authoritarianism. And today, as 
in the lifetime of Father Chini- 
quy, Rome seeks not to save but 
to enslave the souls of men. 

The more intimate one’s know!- 
edge of the Roman Catholic sys- 
tem, the more conscious one be- 





comes of the sad and deplorable 
fact that the Romanism of popes 
and hierarchy has become gradu- 
ally divorced from the Christiani- 
ty of Christ and the Apostles. In 
attempting to wield both the cross 
and the sword, the Roman Church 
has fused and confused the two— 
rather, the transverse arm of the 
Cross has shriveled into nothing 
more than a handguard, while 
its long stem has become the 
naked blade of temporal power. 
The political sword remains. But 
the Cross is gone—and with it 
has gone the Christ and the 
spiritual power of the Gospel. 

Rarely has this truth been more 
aptly stated than by that great 
Italian poet of the Renaissance, 
himself a Roman Catholic, whose 
name has been immortalized as 
the author of the “Inferno,” 
Dante Alighieri: 


“The Church of Rome, 
Mixing two governments 
that ill assort, 
Hath missed her footing, 
fallen into the mire, 
And there herself 
the burden much defiled.” 
(Purg. Canto XVI) 


Because he minced no words, 
and always told the truth as he 
saw it and knew it, Chiniquy 
was subjected to every sort of 
attack by the hierarchy, even be- 
fore his withdrawal from the 
Church of Rome, and was twice 
tried in civil courts on trumped- 
up charges. At one of these trials, 
in Urbana, IIl., the ex-priest was 
ably defended by Attorney 
Abraham Lincoln, who exposed 
the perjuries by which Roman- 
ist hirelings had hoped to convict 
Chiniquy. The two men became 
fast friends, and the future presi- 
dent’s eyes were opened at that 
time to the machinations of pop- 
ery. In this book Chiniquy care- 
fully documents his own convic- 
tion that Lincoln signed his death 
warrant by defending the author 
against the Jesuits, and that the 
plot of which he later became a 
victim was engineered by priests. 

Father Chiniquy’s story is writ- 
ten in a kindly Christian spirit. 
He speaks the truth in love and 
does not indulge in_ pointless 
or unconstructive denunciation. 
Some Roman Catholic writers, 
however, following the methods 
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of their moralists, have tried the 
denunciatory technique against 
Fr. Chiniquy either by denial of 
his evidence or by defaming his 
character. 

The New York Times of Sep- 
tember 29, 1942, reported on “The 
Chiniquy Libel Case,” in which 
Mrs. Rebecca Chiniquy Morin, 
wife of a McGill University pro- 
fessor and daughter of this book’s 
author, sued the Roman Catholic 
newspaper La Croix (of Quebec) 
for libel. The paper had stated 
that Mrs. Morin’s mother had 
been a “concubine” of the late 
ex-priest Chiniquy, and that the 
couple had not been legally mar- 
ried because he was a Catholic 
priest who had taken the vow of 
chastity. 

The case was tried before Chief 
Justice A. A. E. Greenshields, of 
the Province of Quebec. His lord- 
ship ruled in favor of the plain- 
tiff and awarded three thousand 


dollars damages to Mrs. Morin, 
thus upholding the name and 
honor of her father and mother. 
The scurrilous statement of La 
Croix is typical of the bitterness 
with which Rome has assailed, 
and is assailing, Luther, Chini- 
quy, and every other Christian 
priest who has dared to expose 
the basic attitudes, convictions 
and practices of Romanism. 
Father Chiniquy was ninety 
years old when he died. Just be- 
fore he passed away he made. con- 
fession before a notary public and 
a doctor of medicine that he re- 
mained a Protestant, declaring: 
“IT commit my soul into the hands 
of the Almighty God, my Creator, 
by the mediation of Jesus Christ 
alone, my Divine Redeemer, 


whose merits are infinite ...I1 
cannot return to the bondage of 
the Church of Rome.” (W. M. M, 
in the Foreword to the 1953 edi- 
tion.) 2

our hoodlum element I feel in no 
spread-eagle mood; when I note 
how few Catholics are engaged 
in honestly tilling the honest soil, 
and how many Catholics are en- 
gaged in the liquor traffic, I can- 
not talk buncombe to anybody.” 

This excited the ire of a class 
of Roman Catholics who, to 
use the expressive language of 
Miss Elder, are unwisely fond of 
“taffy.” In reply to her critics 
she cites Roman Catholic authori- 
ties as follows: (a) “Bishop 
Keane of Washington says, when 
we would offer Catholic truth to 
the Protestant masses, they re- 
ply, ‘Look at your drunkards!’ 
and that settles it.” (b) She 
quotes Canon Murane who says: 
“How can you expect conversions 
when a Catholic prison chaplain 
can assert that of six or seven 
thousand women brought into 
prison yearly, more than eighty 
per cent are Catholics.” 

(c) She quotes further from 
the Milwaukee Catholic Citizen: 
“If the drunken neighborhood is 
the Catholic neighborhood; if the 
drunkard’s names in the police 
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reports are notoriously those of 
Catholics; if the saloon-goers and 
the saloonists are Catholics; if 
the ‘boodlers’ who thrive by sa- 
loon politics are Catholics; if the 
saloon-made paupers and tramps 
are Catholics, then, as a moral 
force among men, Catholicity is 
done for in that community— 
nor can twenty Roman Catholic 
universities discover a truer test 
or a fairer one than that the tree 
shall be known by its fruits.” 


But, says the astonished read- 
er: what is this, Roman Catholics 
stabbing themselves to the death 
of their church! Is it another in- 
stance of judicial blindness such 
as often falls upon that church? 
We must think so. We recall 
David’s words and can only say 
that our Protestant “rock is not 
as their rock, our enemies them- 
selves being the judges.” 

Does it not appear beyond a 
doubt that the Roman Catholic 
Church is that “purple and 
scarlet woman,” who is “the 
mother of the fornications and 
the abominations of the earth?”

Dear Sir: I wish to thank you 
for your consideration of my note 

. . This second note comes to 
register my protest against that 
proclamation. 

As stated in my former com- 
munication, I have lived for sever- 
al years in Latin America. As you 
know, that land has been under 
the domination of the Roman 
Catholic Church since the begin- 
ning of its history. Latin America 
has never known true religious 
freedom. What she does know is 
religious persecution for those 
who do not conform to Rome’s 
teachings, deceit and oppression 
in the business world, corruption 
of the worst type in politics, and 
moral filth which defies descrip- 
tion in her social life. 

I shudder to think of what our 
own great nation will be once 
Roman Catholicism has gained 
control. One would have to be 
totally blind both physically and 
spiritually not to recognize the in- 
roads the Roman Church has 
made in this country in recent 
times. In our travels across our 





native land, my husband and I 
have been horrified to see the 
trends toward the same political 
corruption, moral filth, lack of 
business ethics, and_ religious 
persecution characteristic of 
Latin America through the years. 
My heart goes out to Roman 
Catholic youth who are being de- 
ceived by a system which is not 
dedicated either to freedom or to 
democracy. 

I cannot help expressing my 
surprise that the governor of our 
great state of New York should 
feel obligated to contribute to the 
progress of Romanism in our 
land. Those who are in places of 
responsibility in our government 
should be the strong ones to com- 
bat a power which will bring us 
into a new period of darkness 
and superstition and will take 
away from our children the free- 
dom of expression which we have 
enjoyed, having been born in a 
nation of Protestant heritage.

“The signs were described as 
one-and-a-half feet in size, spray- 
ed with red paint...” 

The newspaper did not mention 
the fact that this same inscrip- 
tion appeared on the sidewalks in 
front of several of the Evangeli- 
cal churches also. 

Seems that “coming events cast 
their shadows before.”

Washington, D.C.—An intelligent 
and sympathetic attitude toward 
Protestants and members of other 
non-Catholic religions was urged by 
two priests who spoke at Chair of 
Unity Octave observances here in the 
National Shrine of the Immaculate 
Conception. 

Father Eric McDermott, 8.J., pro- 
fessor of history at Georgetown Uni- 
versity, in a sermon in a Mass offered 
by Auxiliary Bishop Philip M. Han- 
nan of Washington, asked for an in- 
telligent approach toward the views 
of modern-day Protestants. 


“Far too easily,” Father McDer- 
mott said, “we lamentably underrate 
Protestant intelligence and zeal... 
Those Catholics especially who make 
a serious study of philosophy or the- 
ology need to have a clear knowledge 
of the present views of contemporary 
Protestants, and not merely the ob- 
solete views of the sixteenth-century 
heresiarchs.” 


He urged fellow Catholics to turn 
“attention to ourselves, and to re- 
solve that our attitude toward our 
Protestant friends will try to be ap- 
preciative of their religious thoughts 
and aware of their spiritual achieve- 
ments and their needs. If we under- 
stand them, we may love them.” 


Father Angelus F. Delahunt, S.A., 
Superior General of the Society of 
the Atonement, speaking in a Mass 
offered by Archbishop Patrick A. 
O’Boyle of Washington, said there 
must be a steadfast position in re- 
gard to the Church’s teaching, but an 
attitude of politeness and charity 
toward those of other religions. 


“In this great work of reunion,” 
he declared, “‘we cannot water down 
Christ’s teaching. But, although we 
cannot compromise the position of 
the Church, remember that there is 
no room in the apostolate for rude- 
ness, lack of sympathy, or unkindness 
toward our separated brethren.”

Roman Catholic Decree: 


In 1215, the Lateran Council 
passed the following decree, which 
the Roman Catholic Church has never 
abolished: 


“We excommunicate and anathe- 
matize every heresy that exalts itself 
against the holy orthodox and Catho- 
lic faith, condemning all heretics, by 
whatever name they may be known; 
for, though their faces differ, they 
are tied together by their tails. Such 
as are condemned are to be delivered 
over to the existing secular powers, 
to receive due punishment. If lay- 
men, their goods must be confiscated. 
If priests, they shall first be de- 
graded from their respective orders, 
and their property applied to the use 
of the church in which they officiated. 
Secular powers of all ranks and de- 
grees are to be warned, induced, and 
if necessary, compelled by ecclesiasti- 
cal censure, to swear that they will 
exert themselves to the utmost in the 
defense of the faith, and extirpate all 
heretics denounced by the church 
who shall be found in their terri- 
tories. And whenever any person shall 
assume government, whether it be 
spiritual or temporal, he shall be 
bound to abide by this decree. 

“Catholics who shall assume the 
Cross for the extermination of here- 
tics shall enjoy the same indulgences 
and be protected by the same privi- 
leges as are granted to those who go 
to the help of the Holy Land. 

“It is of faith that the Pope has 
the right of deposing heretical and 
rebel kings. Monarchs so deposed by 
the Pope are converted into notorious 
tyrants, and may be killed by the first 
person who can reach them. 

“If the public cause cannot meet 
with its defense in the death of a 
tyrant, it is lawful for the first per- 
son who arrives to assassinate him.”
